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THE SILVER BILL IS DEAD

MR. BLAND IS AMAZED, BUT AD- 
MIT§ THE TRUTH. 


SPEAKER CRISP REFUSES TO VOTE FOR 
A RULE OF CLOSURE—UNAVAILING 
ATTEMPT TO SECURE ENOUGH S8IG- 
NATURES TO DEMAND IT. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The Silver bill is 
@ead, and Mr. Bland admits that it is dead. 

This confession became imperative this morn- 
ing when, to his amazement, Mr. Bland was in- 
formed for the first time that the Speaker, as a 
member of the Committee on Rules, would not 
‘vote fora rule of closure for the Silver bill un- 
less the rule was requested with the signatures 
of half the number of Democrats of the House. 
The Speaker, with the other members of the 
committee, was willing to vote for a special 
order at once, but he was not prepared to im- 
pose upon the House, against the wishes of a 
majority of the Democrats, a rule that would 
shut off devate and compel the House to come 
at once to a vote upon the measure. 

While this was surprising to Mr. Bland and 
to the other zealous advocates of free silver, it 
should not have been. The question of closure 
was discussed in the caucus held by the Demo- 
orats before the rules were submitted to the 
House, and it was then decided that, while 
there should be provision for closing debate, 
the power should not be exercised at any time 
nnless a well-ascertained desire of a majority 
pf the dominant side should insist upon that 
sourse. The Speaker reasoned with the silver 
men who went to him. He told them it was 
asking too much to insist thata rule should be 
brought in especially for a part of the Demo- 
crats, when, on the test vote on the bill, it had 
received less than a majority of the House, and 
was only saved from defeat by the vote of the 
Speaker. 

This view of the case, as declared by the 
Bpeaker, disappointed the silver men greatly, 
as it did those Republicans—of whom Mr. Reed 
Was not one—who wished to vote for the adop- 
tion of the rule so as to bring the bill to a di- 
rect vote. These Republicans were confident 
that the bill would be beaten, but if it were not 
they would have all the advantage, politically, 
that the record would give, while the bill would 
not become a law if it did pass the House. To 
the silver men, who were hopeful, but not san- 
guine, of the passage of Mr. Bland’s pet, the 
course of the Speaker looked like an abandon- 


ment of the silver cause and they were plainly 
Inclined to regard nim as aman who had been 
borne down by “the forbidden and abhorrent 
forces’ directea by the “ goid bugs” and the 
“money kings” of Wali Street. 

But the speaker wasrightin his position. 
When be voted, in the Committee on Kulea, for 
consideration of the bill on March 7, there were 
just about 100 signatures of Democrats to the 
request for that order. If the demand for the 

assage of the bill had gained strength since 

he vote of last week, wheu 139 Democrats had 
voted for™it, the supporters of the measure 
would have no diificulty in securiug 117 votes or 
signatures to the request for a closure rule. His 
associates of the Democratic side of the Com- 
mittee on Rules agreed with the Speaker, and 
they were unwilling to have 4 meeting of the 
committee until the necessary number of signa- 
tures was obtained. 

Mr. Bland saw that the end had come, and he 
Was ready to say so. ‘The bill is dead,” he ad- 
mitted almost atonce. Notso with Mr. Pierce, 
(F. A. Dem., Tenn.,) Who was eo full of contl- 
dence in the Silver bill’s strength that he at 
once set about getting the signatures for the 
eall that had been suggested by the Speaker. 
At the same time Mr. Williams, (Dem., Mass.,) 
Mr. Cable, (Dem., UL,) Mr. Rayuer, (Dem., Md.,) 
Mr. Tracy, (Dem., N. Y..) and other opponents 
of the bill went about stiflening the opposition 
lines and securing recruits among those Demo- 
crats who were believed to be more than willing 
to liave the Silver WRidropped or hung-up, ‘ 

The search for signatures wes not successful. 
Mr. Pierce went Ww one after the other of the 
Ohio men and all refused to sign. ‘Then he took 
up the list of Indiana men, and only two of 
them would sign. When he solicited the signa- 
tures of the Virginia delegation, only one mem- 
ber, Mr. Epes, who is a strony silver man, put 
down his name. All of the others decliued to 
do so, and so it was with other States. by the 
time the House was ready to adjourn, the seek- 
ers for signatures had made the rounds and 
they had secured sixty signers. By that time 
Mr. Pierce had come to the conclusion that 
other Democrats besides Mr. Bland considered 
the bill deaa, and as he was leaving the House 
he declared that he had “quit,” and that he 
had not obtained enough members to assure 
the report of the rule for closure. 

Politically, the changed condition of the situ- 
ation has been a terrible thump to the mea who 
aad still hoped that it would be possible out of 
of this silver fight to extract some comfort for 
the opponents of Grover Cleveland as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. As it was, every- 
thing that had taken place only helped tue 
Cieveland men. Alter a battle royal, and when 
the aid of the Speaker had been invoked to 
make one more effort to pass a bill that would 
condemn the party in the North and Northeast 
and Northwest, ignoring the advice of the Demo- 
crate who see that silver is not a policy for 
any party, and that tne advice of Mr. Cleve- 
lana was advice that could have been followed 
earlier with better advantage, it suddenly ap- 
peared that not only would it be necessary to 
follow that advice, but, as the only way of bhold- 
ing on to public coniidence, it would be neces- 
sary to name him as the pledge of the party 
that whatever was to be done by the Execu- 
tive under a Democratic Administration 
should be done with the same regard for public 
opinion and good party policy that has been 
manifested by Mr. Cleveland in ali hie utter- 
ances on the fipaucial question. 

The stoppage of the bili wasa hard blow to 
Benators Pugh (Dem., Ala,) and Coke, (Dem., 
Texas,) both of whom detest Mr. Cleveland, and 
who during the afternoon heard in the Senate 
executive session of the danger to the measure 
and straightway went over to see Mr. Bland. 
They met bim at the threshold of the old Hall 
of Representatives, and in an exciting taik pro- 
tested to Mr. Bland that tho bill must not be 
abandoned if the Democrats hoped to keep the 
party whole in Alabama and Texas, Mr. Bland 
soon let them know that their protests were un- 
availing. 

Mr. George Fred. Williams (Dem., Mass.,) was 
pleased with the decision of the Speaker. He 
was not desirous of taking any chances by hav- 
ing a closure rule 21 pte although he was 
sure that the bill would be beaten if it came to 
a direct vote. ** This,” he said, “‘takes the bill 
out of the way. That is good. It leaves the 
record for the Democrats just where it stood 
when the last vote was taken. Those Repub- 
licans wno were demanding an opportunity to 
vote to have the bill come up again 
gan settle with themselves and their 
constituents if they wish to make explanations. 
Mr. V. A. Taylor, | Rep., Ohio,} who was not pre- 
pared to vote to kijl the pill when it was ina 
way to be killed, and who would have voted 
against it if it had come to a direct question of 
approving or rejecting it, will not have. the 
chance he covets. Itis a great relief to have it 
finally disposed of in any way, but this is better 
than the passage of so bad a biIL” 

Mr. Rayner, (Dem., Md.,) wlio was also op- 
posed to running any risk that the bill might be 
passed by one vote, but who was assured from 
the canvass that had been made that there was 
now @ majority against it, expressed his opinion 
that the bill was out of the way for the session. 

Mr. Burrows (Rep.. Mich.,) said: * It seems to 
me that it puts the Democrats in a poor situa- 
tion. If they had brought the bill up and killed 
it, some confidence would have been saved for 
them. The Republicans have assured the peo- 
ple of their position on the subject 
over aud over again. Now the bill is 
to be hung up as a menace, and 
in the campaign the business men will ask when 
itis te be revived, whether it is finally to be 
passed or rejected, and if it is settled whether 
the Democratic Party is the party of silver in- 
ee nod gta hy a money.” 

t events the billis apparently dead, 
Bland says without hesitation that fi age 
more sensible and philosophical than his as- 
sociates.

DUPED BY HIS ELEGANCE.

MONTREAL CITIZENS SWINDLED BY AN 
ADVENTURER. 


MONTREAL, March 28.—One.of the worst 
swindlers that Montreal has ever had the bad 
luck to harbor has got away from the city after 
duping and swindling society people here and 
in Ottawa right and left. He alsé duped the 
clergy of Notre Dame Church here, and finished 
by fooling a detective, who captured him, but 
let him go. 

He firet appeared here two years ago as an 
English immigrant. He stole a coat from the St. 
Lawrence Hall and was given six months im- 
prisonment. After histerm was up he went to 
New-York, but returned here last Fall in the 
guise of an Austrian Count, Carl Albert. He 
first made himself known to the priests of Notre 
Dame Church, to whom he presented a number 


of credentials, proclaiming him the Count he 
professed to be, and stating that he was _ travel- 
ing for pleasure and his health. He asked the 
fathers to introduce him to some of the best 
French families in the city, in order to make his 
stay in the city as pleasant as possible. Glad to 
please him, some of the iathers introduced him 
as desired. He made himself agreeable and his 
manner was distinguished. He spoke several 
languages. He soon became a favorite and was 
asked to many parties and receptions. 

Among the families with whom he became 
intimate was that of one of Montreal’s promi- 
nent physicians, whose wife is an Austrian 
Countess. From her he borrowed large sums of 
money, and went among the lady’s friends, 
claiming to be a relative, and borrowed from 
them. After a while Montreal got too hot for 
him and he went to Ottawa, where be swindled 
a dozen people. There he was exposed and fled. 
The tollowing telegram was sent to the High 
Coustable here by Chief of Police McVeity of 
Ott@iwa: 

James Booques, about twenty-seven years, 5 feet 
7 inches, clean shaven, very long black hair, brown 
overcoat, and seal wedge cape, passes as av Austrian 
Count, aiso goes by name o —s George or Carl. 
Heis well known in Montreal He leit here tor 
Montreal last week. Warrant out for larceny. Please 
arrest and wire me.” 

A detective here arrested him, but so changed 
was his appearance that he was let co, and is 
now known to be in New-York, a letter having 
been received here from him yesterday by a 
temale intimate, another of his numerous vic- 
tims. . 

His right mame is Albert and he is the dis- 
graced son of a prominent Austrian family, in 
which there was a world-famous scaudal two 
years ago. 





INCOMING BRITISH CHINESE. 


PROPOSAL TO DOUBLE THE CANADIAN 
HEAD TAX. 


MONTREAL, March 28.—The results of the re- 
cently-discovered loophole in the United States 
Chinese exclusion.law has already begun to 
show its effects by the arrival of Chinese from 
Western Canadian points to take out papers as 
British citizen@in the Superior Court, in order 
to go to the United States as British subjects. 
Saturday evening three Chinamen, who have 
taken the oath of allegiance to the Queen, went 
to Boston from here. 

The United States officers on this side of the 
line tried to stop them, but had to let them 


through when the papers of citizenship were 
shown them. 

As the treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States provides that the latter sball ad- 
wit within its borders, with right of residence, 
any British subject, it is not apparent that any- 
thing can now be done to stop theChinese who 
wish to go to the States as British subjects. 

A prominent United States Treusury official 
now in this city sald that there is nothing to 
prevent the States being flooded with “ British” 
Chinese by the ten thousands before some plan 
can be adopted to put a stop to it. 

The Canadians also view the situation with 
alarm. The Trades and Labor Council sent a 
delegation to Ottawa, who saw the Cabinet Min- 
isters, and a bill will come up in the House this 
week asking that the head tax on Chinese be 
increased from $50 to $100 for each and that 
further restrictions be put on vessels carrying 
them. The bill will be framed so thaLonly a 
small nambershall be carried for every 100 tons, 

Mr. A. T. Lepine, the member for Montreal 
East, and a prominent labor official, said that 
the souner a Lew treaty was nade the better, as 
the inrush of Chinese this Summer would 
swamp not only the United States, but Canada 
also. here are now 6,000 Chinese here, half of 
whom desire only to getinto the States, and 
every vessel coming to the Pacific slope is 
bringing them in hundreds. From another 
source it was learned that at least: 1,000 will 
land during the next month. 

At this rate, in six. months, under the pro- 
posed new law, Canada would collect $600,000 
lor head taxes, not to speak of Superior Court 
fees for naturalization papers. 





GOV. FLOWER IMPROVING. 


A FEW DAYS’ REST, HIS DOCTOR SAYS, 
WILL MAKE HIM ALL RIGHT. 


ALBANY, March 28.—According to the family 
physician, Gov. Flower’s condition has much 
improved during the last twenty-four hours, 
and if to-morrow is fair he will probably spend 
an hour or two at the Executive Chamber. 

The visitors to the Executive Mansion to-day 
have been many, but nobody has been pérmitted 
to see the Governor. He has had no return of 
vertigo, although his head troubled him a little 
at times. With reasonable care as to what he 
eats, a shortening of his hours of work, and a 
little more exercise, the doctor thinks that he 
will be qufte himself again in the course of a 
woek or ten days. 

The statement printed in THE Times this 
morning in the Albany dispatches to the effect 


that Senator Hill paid the Governor a visit 
within the hour previous to the tirst attack of 
dizziness, and that Mr. Flower seemed much 
agitated as a result of the interview, has caused 
certain of the barnstormer’s lieutenants, nota- 
bly Lieut. Gov, Sheehan, to hold up their bands 
in holy horror at what they are pleased to term 
‘‘a sensational story, containing nota shred of 
truth.” THe Times’s correspondent, unfortu- 
nately, was not present at the interview be- 
tween the Governor and New-York’s junior 
Senator, who has not yet given his colleagues 
in Washington an opportunity to know him, 
but he has it upon excellent authority that such 
aninterview did take place, and that shortly 
after it was concluded Mr. Flower was taken iil. 
Whether the attack was precipitated by the 
conversation of course no one knows, but the 
sequence of events is certainly interesting. 

Senator Hill thinke that his present burden is 
quite as much as he can stagger under, and 
naturally he does not oare to have the responsi- 
bility for Mr. Flower'’s prostration fixed upon 
his shoulders; hence his haste in denying 
through his lieutenants thas such an interview 
ever occurred, But that the facts as stated in 
THE TIMES this morning were substantially cor- 
roct, there lg no doubt. 





B. F. GUTHRIZ’S LIFE INSURANOE. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—The ead tragedy 
resulting from the Snook-Herr wedding in this 
county last April was reoalled to-day, when 
John Marshall, the executor of the will of the 
late B. Frank Guthrie, brought two suits in the 
Law and Equity Court against the Travelers 
Insurance Company of Hartford, Conn. At the 
wedding several of the gueste ate food which 
contained peison and died. Mr. Guthrie was 
one of these. He survived but three days, dy- 
ing on April18. At the time of his death he 
carried two policies for $10,000 each‘ with the 
insurance company named. 

The plaintiff in his petition states that Mr. 
Guthrie came to his death by accident, having 
eaten of the poisoned food without knowledge, 
and that he, as executor of the will, has applied 
to the company, but that it refuses to liquidate 
the policies, wherefore the two suita are 
brought for $10,000 each and for the costs aud 
ail proper relief.

THE FIGHT GROWS BITTER 


—__—_~.—_———. 
RHODE ISLAND REPUBLICANS 
ARMED WITH MONEY. 


M’KINLEY AND REED EXPECTED TO 
BE IN PROVIDENCE ON SATURDAY— 
THE DEMOCRATS GIVE WORCESTER 
WALKER A “ RECEPTION.” 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, March 28.—There is no 
question but that the presence of their distin- 
guished speakers, the assurances of hearty 
support from the country towns, and the unan- 
imity with which the factional leaders have 
joined together in this contest have greatly en- 
couraged the Democracy of Rhode Island in the 
fight which they are making against the strong- 
est efforts ever put forth by the Republican 
Party in the State. Everybody believes that 
a large campaign fund has been secured by the 
Republicans and everything points in that di- 
rection. One of their leaders informed THE 
TIMEsS’s representative that the French-Cana- 
dian vote, which they are striving so hard to 
secure, could be had only by giving monéy or 
office to the leaders, and that although this was 
being done, they were afraid that the majority 
of this vote would go to the Democrats. 

The League of Republican Clubs is conducting 
the party rallies and meetings which are being 
held all over the State, and it appears to be well 
supplied with funds. Chairman Owen of the 
Democratic State Central Committee says that 
the only claim which the Republicans have put 
forth to being able to carry the State is based 
upon the statement that they are sufticiently 
supplied with funds. This very fact is com 
mencing to militate in favor of the Democracy, 
however. Workers in the.country districts who 
were formerly glad to drive teams and help 
bring in voters for $10 and $20 now contemptu- 
ously curl their lips at the mention of $50. 

The one town iv Rhode Island noted for the 
purchase of voters by the Republican Party is 
Warwick. This bailiwick is the home of ex- 
Lieut. Gov. Enos Lapham, a millionaire manu- 
facturer, who is always depended upon to keep 
the town inline. He is verging on eighty years 


of age, but he dislikes a Democrat as much as 
he did forty years ago, and his political senses 
are just as keen. Year by year his majority in 
the town has been steadily reduced, though each 
year there are stories of the purchase of the 
negroes, clam diggers, and mill hands, who 
make up a part of the population. Last year he 
was elec Senator by a majority of 124, and 
now there comes a story from that town that 
voters of the purchaseabile element have been of- 
fered $5 apicce if they will vote the Lapham 
ticket on election day. The Democrats belicve 
this kind of tactics will assist them, for the 
reason that many of the Republican heelers will 
become dissatistied. 

A story has been spread through the southern 
county towns thut the Republican icaders are 
to come to town next Monday night and receive 
their money from Boss Brayton. The subor- 
dinate workers, therefore, assert emphatically 
that this time they do not propose to work for 
glory, and if there is nota liberal distribution 
pa boodle” among this class the ticket may 
suffer. \ 

In the cities the fight is being conducted on 
national issues, and in the small towns State 
matters are mostly discussed. The mass of the 
laboring people are tariff reformers, and the 
Democratic ticket is receiving the support of 
the Knights of Labor and the Central Labor 
Union. Mayor Honey states emphatically that 
he will carry Newport and has displayed his 
nerve by having bimself pitted for Representa- 
tive aguinet Charles Pinard, the caterer, who 
last year received, the largest vote oast 
for aby man on the Newport ticket 
In this city the odds are to 1 
on the election of the Democratic ticket of 
legislative nominees. The Kepublicans have 
promptly secured the support of a class of so- 
called Democrats, the leaders of which are 
without a single exception saloon keepers of an 
exceedingly low order. It is interesting to note 
thatsome of these men were advocates vf the 
powination to the Presidency of Senator Hill, 
and, in fact, are 80 ay. 

The Republicans held off the announcement 
of the dute of their big city rally until the Dem- 
ocrats gave notice that unless present plans 
were yng! changed Grover Cleveland 
would be in this city Saturday afternoon next. 
Of course there would be an immense outpour- 
ing from all over the State to see him, and the 
Republicans, realizing the advantage to be 
gained by the presence of the thousands who 
might come to see the ex-President, announce 
to-night that Saturday evening they will have 
McKinley and Reed here, speaking alternatel 
in the two large halls which they have engage 

They will have had their trouble for nothing, 
forit can be authoritatively announced right 
here that Mr. Cleveland will not be here during 
this campaizn. Dewocrats will be compensated, 
however, by bearing him during the campaign 
next Fall 

The House Committee on Judiciary met this 
afternoon and under the direction of the Chair- 
man, Bass Wilson, voted to recommend the pas- 
sage of the Lincoln enabling act, The Repub- 
licans do not want to pass this bill, but they 
feel themselves compelied to do so for political 
reasons. Whether this action will counterbal- 
ance their engaging the halls may well be 
doubted,in view of the emphatic protests of 
members of the party against admitting the 
names of the Lincoln Democrats to the official 
ballot. Mr. I‘rayton and Senator Aldrich dis- 
agreed on this poiut, Brayton declaring that 
the Republicans were fools for giving away the 
advantage guined by them. — 

Congressman Joseph H. Walker of Massachu- 
setts commenced a series of addresses here to- 
night at a Republican rally, and ex-United 
States Attorney Mark D. Wilber of Brooklyn 
began a series for the Democrats, though the 
latter made one brief speech Saturday night. 
As soon as the announcement that Walker 
would speak was made, the Democrats set their 
printers at work, and at the entrance to the 
ball men distributed copies of Walker’s speech 
in which he snecringly compared the independ- 
ents of New-England to the white officers who 
led’ the colored troops: in thecivil war. Mr. 
Walker’s remarks were the old tariff arguments, 
and his heurers, nearly all hide-bound partisans, 
applauded all his points with machinelike reg- 
ularity. 

Mr. Wilber has become a great favorite, and 
several country towns areeugerly vying with 
each other for his services. 

The Republicans constantly assert that all is 
harmony in their ranks, and it has been a truth- 
ful statement up to within w few days. The 
harmony, bowever, has been secured by a liber- 
al use of the political bludgeon, and there are 
evidences that the smoldering flame is breaking 
forth in at least two places. The Republicans 


“are very anxious to capture the City of Puw- 


tucket, and proinises of the Postmastersbip to 
prominent workers, the securing of a place by 
Senator Aldrich in the Custom House here to 
another, and a third appointment of an old 
soldier and prominent Grand Army man to a 
fat job under Carroll D. Wright, with little to 
do and $7 per day for doing it, have been potent 
arguments in keeping things in line. Despite 
all this, however, almost every man on the Re- 
publican ticket in that city is trembling, for the 
refractory faction is still unappeased. 

In Woonsocket six Repu vlican leaders are 
working with might and main for Ajdrich. All 
are candidates for tue Postmastership, and ali 
expoct to get the place. In this city Cieveland’s 
appointee, Postmaster George, is still in power. 
It is but the truth to say that Senator Aldrich 
docs not dare to appoint any one of the many 
candidates for the piace until after election. In 
the meanwhile, all of thei are, of course, work- 
ing diligently for the party of high protection 
to the Rhode Island manufacturers, and al! are 
being patted upon the back and encouraged to 
continue the good work.

M’CARREN IS OFFICIOUS. 


BUT FOR HIS OBJECTION O&fNTRAL 
PARK WOULD NOW BE SAFE. 


ALBANY, Maroh 28.—Had it not. been for the 
Officious interference of Senator McCarren, 
(Dem., Kings,) the bill to repeal the law to 
establish the unpopular race track in Central 
Park would have passed the Senate to-night. 
It was introduced by Senator Plunkitt, (Dem., 
New-York,) who is responsible for the passage 
of the obnoxious law. 

Plunkitt, in. bringing the measure into the 
House, made the longest speech of his twenty- 
four years of legislative life, He said that 
when he first brought the measure here every 
Senator understood it thoroughly. He had 
made no secret of it. The bill passed 
and was signed without objection. Since 
it became a law the newspapers and 
speakers had attacked the bill and created a 
public sentiment against it. The local authori- 
ties were given discrotion in building the speed- 
way. These people now wanted the law re- 
pealed, and, though he did not agree with their 
opinions, he bowed to them, and asked unani- 
mous consent that it be passed at once. 

“TI object,” said Senator McCarren. “ How 
the other Senators feel Ido not know, but I am 
not ready to stultify myself.” 

“T hope the Senator will withdraw his objec- 


tion,” urged Leader Cantor. “This is a matter 
which affects only New- York City.” 

“T will not withdraw it,” said Senator Me- 
Carren. 

“1 move, then, that the bill be ordered to third 
reading,” said Senator Cantor. 

**I object,” said Senator McCarren. 

“T move that the bill be referred to the Cities 
Committee with instructions to report forth- 
with,” said Senator Cantor. 

* L object,” snapped Senator McCarren. 

“The bill will be ordered to third reading and 
referred to the committee,” suggested the 
Lieutenant Governor. 

“I object,” said Senator McCarren again. 

fenator Cantor thought that the Senate could 
go into Committee of the Whole on thw bill at 
once and advance it, but the President thought 
not, and referred it to the Cities Committee.

GATHERING IN LOUISVILLE FOR TO- 
MORROW’S CONVENTION. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—Fourteen hun- 
dred Republicans will assemble at Liederkranz 
Hall, in this city, on Wednesday next to appoint 
delegates to the National Convention at Minne- 
apolisa;: There are four delegates to be elected 
from the State at large. 

The advance guard of this convention has be- 
gun to arrive. The Republican leader, Col. W. 
O. Bradley, got in early this morning. He said 
he came to remain until after the convention. 
He has 800 votes instructed for him as a dele- 
gate from the State at large, and Judge Denny 
also has enough votes to make him a delegate. 
Thers will be a big fight for the other two. 


William H. Sonweed, (colored) of this city, who 
is a candidate for delegate from the State at 
large, has 257 votes instructed for him, 40 
votes pledged by frien ds, and 84 instructed for 
the strongest colored man. Allof these, added 
to the 129 votes from Jefferson County, make 
his known strength to be 504 votes. The only 
other colored man who has any strength is 
George W. Gentry, from the Eighth District. 
steward is Collector Scott's mau, and if any 
colored man goes to the convention it will be he, 
The proceedings promise to be very lively. 





JUSTICE WERTS’S FIRST DECISION. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 28.—The new Supreme 
Court Justice, Werts, sitting in the Hudson 
Circuit, handed down his first opinion to-day. 
The facts in the case as well as the law were 
briefly stated. It was in the case of the in- 
habitants of the Township of Englewood, in the 
County of Bergen, versus Isaac A. Hopper and 
the other County Assessors. A writ of certio- 
rari brought up the actions of the Board of 
Assessors of Bergen County and the County 
Collector in fixing the valuation of the Town- 
ship of Englewood for the year 1891. Ata 
mee ting of the Board of Assessors, held Sept. 9, 


1891, the valuation was put at $2,462,320. A 
motion was made by Mr. Hopper of Saddle 
River Township that the valuation of Engle- 
wood be made $2,762,320. The adoption of 
these resolutions added $300,000 to the valua- 
tion of Englewood Township. Justice Werts 
holds that the board had the statutory power to 
increase valuation, but there was not “ the care- 
ful, particular, and thorough comparison” that 
the luw requires. The resolution of the board

SALISBURY’S LAST LETTER 


PROBABILITY THAT THE TREATY 
WILL BE RATIFIED. 


NO PROVISO ABOUT A MODUS VIVENDI 
TO BE ATTACHED—MR. SHERMAN ON 
THE ENGLISH PROPOSITION — THE 
EXECUTIVE SESSION DEBATE. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—There will be a 
ratification of tho Bering Sea treaty by the 
Senate of the United States. The action may 
be taken to-morrow. Possibly it may be de- 
layed until Wednesday. There are several 
Senators who have not yet been able to talk on 
the subject, and they may desire to free their 
minds before final action is taken. 

It comes on good authority to-night that no 
‘‘ string” will be attached to the treaty when it 
leaves the Senate. It is known that a number 
of Senators have maintained from the first that 
aproviso ought to be attached to the con- 
vention totheeffect that ratifications shall not be 
exchanged unless a renewal of the modus vi- 
vendi is agreed to by Great Britain. These 
gentlemen profess to believe that their point 
will yet be carried. They will probably be dis- 
appointed. 

Tho publication of the latest note of Lord 
Salisbury this morning came in the form of a 
genuine surprise to many members of the Sen- 
ate. They had been led to believe that there 
was not the slightest probability of such a po- 
sition being taken by the Britisn Premier. 
When they ‘went into executive session, soon 
after 2 o'clock, it was plain that the situation 
was felt to be greatly simplified. 

The same ridiculous efforts were made to-day 
to keep the public ignorant regarding the secret 
doings of the august body. It was undoubtedly 
with a sense of relief that several of the “ bon- 
orable” gentlemen found themselves behind 
closed doors. They had read the morning papers, 
which reflected in the boldest way the sentiments 
of all honest people who despise the methods to 
which they resorted at the last star-chamber 
session in attempting to make the world be- 
lieve that Executive Clerk Young has been 
guilty of revealing the proceedings held behind 
closed doors. 

To-day no mention was made of the resolu- 
tion calling for Mr. Youngs resignation. It is 
believed, however, that it will not be suffered to 
drop out of sight. Having decided upon o 
scapegoat, and this scapegoat being a man 


whom several Senators seek to humiliate in - 
indirect, brutal, aud bungling way for politiéal 
reasons, it seems likely that it will be pressed 
to the end, and that Mr. Young will have to give 


y up his position. 


Lord Salisbury’s reply to the last note of the 
State Department was taken up as soon as the 
doors leading to the Senate chamber were 
locked. ° (t was read by the Secretary, the Senu- 
tors listening intently. Mr. Harrison had 
sent with it a note, in which he 
expressed to the Senators his general sat- 
isfaction with the tone of the dispatch, and 
intimated that his reply was being prepared for 
transmission to the british Minister. Naturally 
the “honorable”’ gentlemen present desired to 
kuow what Senator Sherman, Chairman of the 
Foreign Kelations Committee, thought of Lord 
SalisUury’s latest effort. He was not backward 
in giving his opinion, and, in the course of his 
remarks, illustrated bis opinion by means of an 
anecdote. 

** This letter,” said he, ‘‘reminds me of the 
man who was sharp at a trade. He was a maker 
of brooms. He brought twelvedozen brooms to 
town and, going into a store, he dickered with 
the storekeeper until the storekeeper agreed 
to take six dozen of the brooms and to 
pay forthem in cash, and another six dozen 
that was to be paid for in trade. He took the 
six dozen brooms, paid the. cash, and then 
received the other six, inviting the broommaker 
to take anything in stock asa trade. The broom- 
maker looked about for a moment and then said: 
*{ think I will take six dozen brooma.' So he 
took back his second six dozen brooms arid 
went away with the cash and half his original 
atock in trade.” 

Mr. Sherman added that thére were strong in- 
dications that some Yankee was writing rd 
Salisbury’s letters. While there was an appar- 
ent yielding, the British Minister let go of noth- 
ing that was material. Still the Senator thought 
the treaty ought to be ratified, and he made 
along — in which his previous arguments 
were all gone over again. The story of the 
broommaker was the cause of much merriment 
among the Senators. The gentleman from Ohio 
does not often unbend sufliciently to cause 
laughter. e 

Senator Morgan (Dem., Ala.) supported Mr. 
Sherman’s centention. He declared that the 
ratitication of the treaty would be a long step 
toward the settlement of the vexed question. 
His speech was long, but not half as tiresome as 
that of Mr. George, (Dem., Miss.,) who fol-. 
lowed him. The latter caused general sur- 
prise, at the outset of his remarks, ay prais- 
ing President Harrison’s action in the 
Bering Sea matter. He thought the treaty 
ought to be ratified, and indulged in a long 
dissertation on the habits of thejseal, calculated 
to show that unlegs there was concerted action 
on the part of the United States and Great 
Brivain seal life would soon be extinet. Mr. 
George had evidently been reading up the seal 
question since the last session, and he was load- 
ed with facts and figures. 

While he was talking, the Senators gathered 
in knots and discussed the situation. They were 
repeatedly called to order, but failed to be- 
come interestedj in the long-winded effort 
of the gentleman from rete ge Sen- 
ators Frye (Rep.. _ Me.,) an Gray 
Del.,) attracted attention by their 
demand that the exchange of ratification be 
withheld until Great Britain agreed to the re- 
newal of the modus. Several Western Senators 
took this view of the situation also. Senator 
Teller (Rep., Col.,) declared that he wouid vote 
for the treaty in its present form. 

Most of the Senators who spoke showed their 
gratitication over the Salisbury note. ‘Tho 
strongest friends of ratification called attention 
to this section of the treaty: 

“It the determination of the foreign questions as 
to the exclusive jurisdicti@n of the United States 
shall leave the subject in such position that the con- 
currence of Great Britain ia necessary to the estab- 
lishment of regulationa for the proper protection 
and preservation of the fur seal in or habitu- 
ally resorting to the Bering Sea, the arbitrators 
shall then determine what conourreut regulations 
outside the jurisdiction of the respective Govern- 
ments are necessary and over what waters such 
regulations should extend, and, to aid them in that 
determination, the report of a joint commiasion to 
be appointed by the respective Governments shall 
be laid before them, with such other evidences as 
either Government may submit. 

“The high contracting parties: furthermore ree 
to co-operate in securing the adhesion of other 
powers to such regulations.” 

It was argued from thie that, even should the 
United States be decided against in the six pre- 
ceding sections of the treaty, a favorable decis- 
ion on this one point would well be worth the 
inillion or more dollars of expense the Govern- 
ment would be put to by adverse decisions. 

After a discussion lasting four hours, tho ses- 
sion came to an end, the general impression be- 
ing that a vote would be reached to-morrow or 
next day at the latest. 


ENGLAND’S NEGOTIATIONS. 


A QUESTION TO LORD SALISBURY— 
MORE CORRESPONDENCE, 


LONDON, March 28.—In the House of Lords 
to-day Lord Herschell asked whether Lord 
Salisbury would give further information as to 
whether there had been any wodification} in the 
terms of the Bering Sea modus vivendi. 

Lord Salisbury replied that the information 
the Government had iaid upon the table con- 
tained the whole correspondence concerning 
the matter that had becu exchanged up to with- 
in twenty-four hours of its publication. He had 
absolutely no later information. Continuing, 
Lord Salisbury said: 

“IT feel that my language may seom to par- 
take somewhat of curtnese if I do not answer at 
greater length, but I think that Lord Herschell 
appreciates my view thatI had better let the 
correspondence speak tor itself. I shall not 
hazard any comment on either our viewe or 
thosé of the United States.’ I do not see 
any advantage in a discussion of the cor- 
respondence at this stage. I[ have, per- 
haps, deviated from my usual course in dis- 
closing the entire ovrrespondence before the 
negotiations are concluded, but I thought it 
ouvly fair and tending to pruirote due apprecia- 
tiou of the questions, at issue to put the whole 
matter before Parliament and the pnblic.” 

Mr. Gleadowe, british Commiasioner of Seal- 
ing Claims, wili sati for New-York on the Teu- 
tonfo on Wednosday. 

The Star to-day, commenting on the Bering 
Sea correspondence, says: 

~ The dispatches do not give Lord Salisbury 





the better of it. He has not been consistent. 
Mr. Blaine has. The Americans have behaved 
as if they genuinely desired to protect the seals. 
Lord Saliajury has behaved as though he was 
afraid of offending the Canadians, whose only 
desire is to catch seals.” 


The Times supports Lord Salisbury in refus- 
ing to renew the modus -vivendi, notwithstand- 
ing that on March 2 it published an article in 
which it advocated a renewal of the agreement. 

Tho St. James Gazette gays: 


“President Harrison coolly proposes that 
England should act as if the American élaims 
were established -and prohibit Canadian seal- 
ing. Lord Salisbury has made a handsome 
offer, which we hope not even election consid- 
erations wiliinduce the American Government 
to reject.” 

The remainder of the correspondence on the 
Bering Sea question printed here this morning, 
which was not cabled to America, shows that 
on Feb. 27 Lord Salisbury wrote to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Minister at Washington, 
as follows: 


“Her Majesty’s Government cannot admit inany 
degree the correctness of Mr. Blaine’s statement that 
there have beeu ter delays on the part of this 
country in the negotiations concerning the Bering Sea 
than on the part of the United States. The consent 
of ber Majesty’s Government was given last year 
to the modus vivendi solely on the ground 
of preserving the seal species in those waters, which 
it was supposed would be endangered unless 
some interval was given during which there should 
be a cessation of hunting, both on sea and on land 
No information has reached her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to lead them to suppose that so drastioa 
measure would be requisite for two successive 
seasons.” 


Lord Salisbury here refers to the opinion of 
the British commission, and continues: 


“You are authorized to offer the Guvernment of 
the United States the compromise suggested by the 
British commission. A speedy decision is necessary, 
83 we are informed that sealing vessels ure already 
leaving —. 

“Mr. biaine's comparison of the present situation 
to the ownership of timber land does not appear to 
me applicable tv the case. It resembles rather arbi- 
tration regarding the title toa meaduw. While the 
arbitration is pending the party actually in posses- 
sion cuts the grass, and rightly, so, inasmuch as 
next year the grass will be reproduced. This is 
equally the case with the seals.” 


On Feb. 26 Sir Julian Pauncefote sent to Lord 
Salisbury the a of the United States Consul 
at Victoria relative to the departure from that 
port of sealing vessels. On the sth of March he 
torwarded Acting Secretary Wharton's note of 
that date. On March 9 Lord Salisbury instruct- 
ed Sir Julian Pauncefote to communicate Mr. 
Wharton’s note to Lord Stanley of Preston, 
Governor General of Canada. On the 9th in- 
stant Mr. George Baden-Powell, one of the 
British Commissioners, wrote to Lord Salisbury 
with reference to the modus vivendi, as follows: 


“T am of theopiniop that the taking of one season’s 
limited crop cannot injure the seal herd, but, al- 
though not necessary, the renewal of last year’s pro- 
hibition and the seventy-five-hundred limit wonld be 
beneficial. As the Arbitration Convention contains 
conditions regarding ocean rights, I hope the Cana- 
dian Government has warned British Colum. 
Dian sealera that the ultimate ownership of 
seals taken this ear in Sering Sea _ de- 
pends upon the verdict of the arbitrators. The 
alternative for the sealers appears to be either to 
incur the expense of the catch subject to this risk 
or to forego, without compensation, one season’s 
catch—say 20,000 seals—in Horing sea, on vondition 
that 7,500 instead of 30,000 be taken on | he island 
an increased number of sealsin future seasons an 
enhanced prices for this Spring being also insured 
by such restrictions.” 

Lord Salisbury wrote to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote on March 18 as follows: 

“ Her Majesty's Government has consulted with 
the Governor General of Canada with regard to the 
arguments in favor of the modus vivend: contained 
in Mr. Wharton’s note of the sth. The necessity of 
referring the arguments to Ottawa has caused 
the delay in returning au auswer. The in- 
formation which has reached her Majesty’s 
Government does not lead them to believe that in 
order to prevent the undue diminution in the num- 
ber of fur seals any necessity exists for the sus- 
pension of soaling for another year. Beyond this 
question I understand that the Government of 
the United States consider that, should free seal- 
ing be permitted this year and the United States 
claim to jurisdiction in Bering Sea be upheld by the 
arbitrators, they have aright w be protected from 
the loss they sutter by sealing operations. Her 
aa = Government does not dispute that there 
will be some foundation for this contention when the 
arbitration agreement ig ratified. 

‘*But there is this defect in the prohibition of all 
sealing as a remedy, that if the British contention be 
upheld by the arbitrators, there may be ground for 
compiaint on the part of the British sealers who 
will have been exciuded from Bering Sea. Further, 
no security exists that the arbitrators will give their 
decision before the sealing season of 1893 arrives. 
There has been arbitration pending for four years 
between Great Britain and the United States and 
Portugal, and it is not yet approaching conclusion. 

“Serious damage will be cansed to the sealing in- 
dustry by the suspension of hunting for a prolonged 
period. As @ more equitable arrangement — it 
not be agreed that sealing vessels shall have liberty 
tohunt in Bering Sea on condition that security be 
given by the owner of each vessel for a satisfactory 
uward of the damages, if any, which the arbitrators 
may eventually pronounce 1” 

Lord Knutaford, Secretary of State for Colo- 
nial Affairs, wrote as follows to Lord Stanley of 
Preston, Governor General of Canada, on Maroh 
18: 

“Direct the proper. port authority at all harbors 
on the Pacific coast to inform owners of ves- 
sels who are clearing or have cleared this 
year for Bering Sea that her Majesty’s Government 
and the United States Government have agreed, 
subject to ratification by the United States Senate, to 
submit to arbitration the question whether svalers 
havea right, without permission from the United 
States, to seal in the eastern half of Bering Sea, 
east of the Russian line, and it is possible that the 
sentence of said tribunal may be given within the 
present season. 

** Moreover, both her Majesty’s Government and 
the United States Government have made proposi- 
tions for intermediate regulations restraining the 
catch of seals in said waters in case the said arbitra. 
tion agreement should be ratitied. Neither the arbi- 
tration agreement nor any intermediate agreement 
has yet been definitely adopted between the two 
Governments, and whether any will be adopted or on 
what date is necessarily a matter of uncertainty. 

“Notice is hereby given that all sealers proposing 
to sealin said waters do so at their own risk anu 
after warning of the Liability to interruption to 
which they will be exposed in consequence of either 
of said agreements.”’ 


THE POPE LVOKS AHEAD.

A DEPOsIT OF 5,000,000 LIRE FOR 
HIS SUCCESSOR’S USE. 


Rome, March 28.—I+ is stated on good author- 
ity that Pope Leo XIIL., in anticipation of future 
difficulties which the Holy See may have to en- 
counter, has deposited in a bank, to be paid to 
his successor, the sum of 5,000,000 lire which 
have been saved by the economies introduced at 
the Vatican. This amount is entirely independ- 
ent of what the next Pope will find in the 
treasury of St. Peter’s pence, and represents a 
special gift made by Leo XIII. to his successor. 

Many Catholics, more especially manufact- 
urers and large employers of labor, have sent 
requesta to the Holy 8ee asking that a clearer 
explanation than that given in the Pope’s re- 
cent encyclical on the social question might be 
given on the question uf wages. It is little 
probable, however, that the Holy Father will 
accede to this request, as Leo XIIL does not 
wish to occupy himself with questions of prav- 
tical application, which vary according to the 
multitudinuus conditions existing in each coun- 
try.

THE DEMOCRATS WANT COUNSEL TO) 


AID IN WHITEWASHING THE JUDGE, 
AND THE LEGISLATURE AUTHOR- 
IZES THEIR EMPLOYMENT. 


ALBANY, March 28.—David B. Hill’s white 
washing committee did not proceed as far to- 
day as it expected to do. Since Friday the en- 
tire plan has been comipletely changed. Tho 
committee met this morning, not at 10 o’elock, 
as the hour was set, but one hour later. 

This delay was due to the fact that the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee were in doubt 
as to the conrse they would pursues. For neariy 
an hour they were looked up in the Lieutenans 
Governor’s room trying to determine whom they 
should select as counsel, Senator Hill and Juidye 
Maynard had asked for J. Newton Fiero of Al 
bany, but Senator Parker, one of the members 
of the committee, objected on the grouni tht 
Fiero and he were partners, Some one ose sirz- 
gested the name of ex-Senator John J. Linson 
of Kingston, but Senator Cantor objected on ths 
same ground. Not being ableto reach any con- 
clusion, the Democratic conference adjeuricd, 
and at 10:50 Chairman Roesch called the joint 
committee to order. 

Every member of the two committees was 
yresent except William Kennedy, (Rep., 
Onondaga.) The morning session was very 
brief, and the five members of the Bar Associa- 
tion who had been subpcenaed to report at 10 
o’elock sharp were disgusted. These gentle- 
men were Frederic R. Coudert, Albert Stickney, 


Wheeler H. Peckham, Clifford A. Hand, and 
John L. Cadwalader. 
Chairman Roesch read the following letter:

“He was 
formerly my partmer, and I know ail’ 
about him.” But Senator Cantor, who had not 
been given his instruction on this subject, ob- 
jected. ‘I don’t know about Judge Country-

Gen. Husted suggested Mathew Hale or Ham-

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SPRECKELS STILL RETICENT. 


REPORTED SALE CREDITED IN 
PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—Claus Spreckels 
Was no more accessible to news paper reporters 
and others since the practical admission that 
the big refinery on the Delaware had passed 
into the hands of the trust. The formal trans- 
fer of the Spreckels refinery is credited by 
brokers, jobbers, and others in closest touch 
with the sugar market. 

Neither Mr. Spreckels nor his son Adolph 
visited their offices in the old Stock Exchange 
Building to-day, a very unusual occurrence. At 
the Stratford to-night it was learned that Mr. 
Spreckels bad not been out of town, as was sup- 


posed by some of the brokers, but he sent word 
to a reporter that he was busily engaged in 
examining a mass of letters and teiegrams, and 
could not be seen. On inquiry for Adolph 
Spreckels it was learned that the latter went 
somewhere in New-York State last Saturday, 
and had not returned to the city. 

A report that Mr. Sprekels and his family 
would leave Philadelphia this weck for San 
Francisco and would remain in California per- 
manently could not be verified.

PARNELLITES WERE NOISY 


—_—-—~.—— 
MANY OF THEM PUT OUT OF 
THE FEDERATION MEETING. 


AN EVENING FULL OF INCIDENT AT 
THE COOPER UNION — SPEAKERS 
URGED HARMONY IN ADVANOING 
THE IRISH CAUSE. 


The National Federation of America, com- 
posed of supporters of the Moarthyites in 
Ireland, last night held a mass meeting in 
Cooper Institute. The demonstration was to 
aid the Irish Parliamentary party and homo 
rule for Ireland. More’ than 5,000 people at- 
tended, but they were not all McCarthyites. 
Fully half of them belonged to the National 
League of America, which stood by Parnell. 

The session was as orderly as a church moet- 
ing at first, but when the leaders of the Federa- 
tien filed upon the platform the trouble began. 

Some enthusiast called for three sheers for 
MoCarthy, and they were given with great vim. 
Then some one in the rear wanted three cheers 
for Parnell, and he got them and a tiger 
thrown in. A wild-eyed man declared in 
loud tones that the priests “ought to keep their 
hands off.” He was seconded in his sentiment 
by a big shout of approval. Capt. McCullagh 
and twenty-five policemen from the Fourteenth 
Precinct were on hand to preserve order, and 
the Captain made a little speech to that effect. 
He received a big cheer. 

Among those on the stage were Archbishop 
Corrigan, Mgr. Farley, the Rey. M. J. Lavelle, 
Judge M. J. O'Brien, the Rey. E. J. Brady, the 
Rev. U. P. O'Dwyer, the Rev. P. R. Brady, the 
Rey. T. Furloy, the Rev. J. J. Keagan, the Rev. 
H. Flattery, the Rev. J. W. Power, the Rev. P. 


Daly, Dr.. William Wallace, Frank O'Neil, J. 8. 
we T. A. Moriarty, Judge Daly, and Dr. 
wyer. 

Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet, President of the 
Federation, called the meeting to order. He 
made a short address stating that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was the organization 
of the Federation in New-York. His 
remarks were greeted with cheers which 
wound up in a storm of higses from 
the leaguers. One man arose aud demanded 
three cheers for Charles Stewart Parnell. They 
were given with a will, but the man was prompt- 
ly seized by two pblicemen and put out. 

Dr. Emmet presented Charlies A. Dana as 
Chairman of the meeting. He was greeted with 
@ combination of cheers, hisses, and cat calls. 
He made a short address, stating the reasons 
why be was in favor of home rule and advising 
harmony in the ranks of Irishmen. 

Frederic R. Coudert was expected to make 
an address, but he telegraphed from Albany 
that he was detained by a subpwna and would 
not be able to come. He expressed his entire 
sympathy with the Federation. 

Prof. John Brophy of St. Louis College spoke 
eloquently for halfan hour. He counseled har- 
mony as the prime virtue to be attained by the 
Irish people. His remarks were frequentiy in- 
terrupted by cheers and hisses for Parnell. 
One of the most dramatic events of the even- 
ing occurred in the course of Prof. Brophy’s 
remarks. The speaker had said: “The great 
question now is, How are the wrongs of Ireland 
to be righted!” He puused for an instant, and 
as guick as lightning a woman's shrill voice 
penetrated every part of the hall, 

** By following Parnell’s teachings,” she said. 

The effect was magical. Instantly a migthy 
roar of appionse followed and continued for 
several minutes. 

Prof. Brophy said that the Irish people had 
twoof the most powerful weapons of modern 
times. A voice suggested that one of these was 
dynamite. The remark apparently met with 
much approval The speaker meant an un- 
traweled rese and the right of manbood 
sulfrage. He paid a glowing tribute to Glad- 
stone, which received great applause. 

‘We must Americanize Irish politics,” he 
said, “we must Americanize Irish methods; that 
is the only way we can achieve success, that is 
the only remedy we have. We must come to- 
gether and talk it over and get the concensus of 
opinion and then abide by and work for the de- 
cision of the majority,” 

There had been a number of removals in the 
meantime, and at the conclusion of Prof. Bro- 
phy’s remarks the thirteenth Parnellite was 
hustied out of the hall, “turkey fashion,” by 
the police. Dennis Nerney got up in the middle 
aisic, and, flourishing a set of resolutions over 
his head, demanded to be heard. He was calmed 
down and took a seat. His resolutions con- 
denned the interference of the clergy with Irish 
polities. 

The Rev. Dr. Lloyd was the next speaker. As 
he advanced to the front of the stage some one 
yelled out, “ All Protestants are traitors.”” Over 
Archbishop Corrigan’s face swept a frown. 
None of the audience indorsed the remark. 

At this point the fourteenth man who wanted 
to cheer Parnell was ushered out. 

The Rey. Vather E. J. Brady followed Dr. 
Lloyd. His clerical garb was the signal for a 
violent outburst of hisses and catcalls. Ob- 
streperous persons were put out of the hall on 
all sides, and pandemonium reigned for five min- 
utes. Then Father Brady said that the superb 
and unfaltering loyalty of the Irish people was 
ono of the grandest exhibitions of sentiment the 
world had ever seen.

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FIGHT FOR LIBERTY. 
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GLEASON’S 


THE MAYOR, IF CONVICTED. OF AS- 
SAULT, MUST GO TO JAIL. 


The trial of Mayor Gleason of Long Island 
City, indicted for assault upon Alfred Nelson, 
was resumed before Judge Garreteon yesterday. 
Alfred Nelson was recalled and a diagram of the 
room in which the assault is alleged to have 
taken place was shown him, The witness identt- 
fied the drawing as made by himself, showing 
the condition of the room at the time. 

The witness, on being asked if he did not be- 
long to the Citizens’ Municipal League, said he 
did, but that it was not a political organization, 
its objects being solely to rid the city of corrup- 
tion and maladministration and establish good 
government. Witness then told of the meeting 
of the citizens of the Fourth Ward to discuss the 


school question and how he was appointed a 
member of the committee to establish some 
mscthod by which the mismanagement of the 
schools in the ward could be remedied. 

He said the meeting had not been called in 
special reference to the condemnation by the 

ealth Board of the auxiliary school, but to put 
an end to interference with the large new school 
building. 

Among the other witnesses examined were 
Dr. Thompson, partner of Dr. Lyttle, since dead, 
but into whose office Mr. Nelson was taken after 
the fracas. Dr. Thompson said he saw Mr. Nel- 
son on the night of June 30, 1891, examined 
him, and found his left shoulder dislocated. 
He reset the bone back inits socket while Dr. 
Lyttle administered ether to the patient. Mr. 
Nelson's arm was afterward bandaged to his 
side, ak usual in such cases, and he was taken 
to his home. . 

James Whitcomb testified that he was a 
Trustee of the schools of the Fourth Ward. He 
Was appointed by the Trustees to go with the 
Citizens’ Committee to the meeting of the 
Health Board to present the petition asking 
that the condemnation of the annex school 
building be reconsidered by the board. He took 
an interest in the matter and wanted to know 
what was going on, because while the Board of 
Ednecatiou was appointed by Mayor Gleason, 
the School Trustees were appointed by the peo- 
ple, and it was their duty to look after their in- 
terests. Heo said hoe was slightly deaf and did 
not hear much of the altercation which led up 
to the alleged assault. He saw Mayor Gleason 
rush up and grasp Mr. Nelson, and he then 
heard something drop. He knew there was a 
row and that his friends were somewhere in it. 

On cross-examination by Lawyer Golf witness 
in reply to whether he had not been mixed up in 
all the political agitation seeking to get Mayor 
Gleason out of office, said it was Gleason who 
Was the agitator, and that he, the witness, agi- 
tated for a pure government for the city. 

Frank Cortmeyer, a real estate and insurance 
broker of Astoria, testified to having heen pres- 
ent at ameeting of the Board of Education in 
an adjoining room to the one in which the 
Health Board met on the night of June 30, and 
that he heard Mayor Gleason's voice, and then 
heard a scuffling of feet. He rushed into the 
hall, and through the door leading into the 
Health Board room saw Mayor Gleason with 
his back to the wall and struggling with Alfred 
Nelson. He forced the latter down on his 
knees, and then lifted him to his feet again. 
Witness then saw Anschell rush up and attempt 
to arrest Gleason, saying he did so in the name 
of the sSherilf of Queens County. 

On cross-examinatien witness said he was not 
identified with either political faction in the 
city. He had recently joined the Citizens’ 
senienget League for bettering the condition of 
the city. 

Sgmuel H. Anschell, the last witness of the 
day, corroborated the evidence of the previous 
witnesses as to how the affair happened. He 
was put under a severe cross-examination, the 
defense trying to show that the present action 
against Mayor Gleason was due more to polit- 
ical animus than anything else, but it failed sig- 
nally to do go.

THE LONG ISLAND CITY MURDER. 


MORE ARRESTS MADE—STRONG EVI- 
DENCE AGAINST CHARLES HIGGINS. 


More arrests were made yesterday in connee- 
tion with the murder of Detective Arnold in 
Long Island City. Among those arrested are 
Frank Feyle and Joseph Combery, who, with 
McAloon, Gormley, and MeConkey, are held as 
witnesses, The police and Coroner Meiners are 
more convinced than ever now that Charles 
Higgins, who was arrested at his home in this 
city on Sunday, is the man who struck the blow 
which killed Arnold. 

MoConkey, Gormley, and McAloon have made 
a statement to the police which bears out this 
opinion. The men were examined by Coroner 
Meiners in the presence of Sergt. Buschman, 
McAloon was across the street when the blow 
was struck, Early yesterday Sergt. Roulette 
confronted McConkey with Higgins. MeConkey 
then withdrew his statement as to secing 

liggins use a knife on the detective. Bo also 
did McAloon. Gormley, however, stuck to the 


story. Higgins denied to Sergt. Roulette that 
he killed Arnold, although he admitted being 
there at the time. 

Policemen Busch and Walsh took Higgins to 
the Morgue yesterday to view the remains of 
the dead detective. He exhibited but little 
emotion and said he recognized him. 

Coroner Meiners yesterday tried to telegraph 
to the mother of Arnold. She is a Mrs. Seeks 
and lives at North Groversdale, Conn. There is 
no telegraph office there, and up to a late hour 
last night nobody had called at the Morgue or 
made any inquiries about Arnold. 

The police say the story of the murder as told 
in yesterday’s TIMES is the correct one. There 
were but two men directly coneerned in it— 
Higgins and another. The other man’s name 
is understood to be Coughlin. He is still at 
liberty, although the police are on his track 
and expect to have him in custody soon. 

Coughlin and Higgins had been drinking 
liquor ireely and proposed to assault Detective 
Arnold. The other strikers objected, and when 
the detective was seen approaching, McConkey, 
one of the men held as a witness caught hold of 
Higgins and tried to hold him back. The two 
inen struggled, but Higgins tinally broke away 
and ran to meet Arnold, whoin a few seconds 
fell to the ground. 

Higgins has a wife and eight children. She is 
his second wife, and she visited him yesterday 
in the Queens County Jail, accompanied by one 
ofhersons. Higgins, it is said, has heretofore 
had the reputation of being a peaceable and in- 
dustrious man. 

The police do not think the murder was pre- 
meditated. They say that Arnold had been in- 
discreet in showing his revolvers. The position 
of a watchman was new to him, and he was too 
young for such a charge, especially in sucha 
case as a strike, where he was daily surrounded 
by men inflamed by passion. i 

Charles W. Richards, the Superintendent of 
the Simonds Manufacturing Company in Bor- 
den Avenue, Long Island City, near which 
Watchman Arnold was murdered Saturday even- 
ing, yesterday made a statement giving the com- 
ag oy version of the strike and the causes that 
ed to it, accompanied by aflidavits of workmen 
who have been prevented from going to work 
by threats of murder mado by the strikers. Mr. 
Richards says that when he was made Superin- 
tendent at the beginning of the year he ascer- 
tained from the foreman and from other sources 
that the company was paying the men from 25 
to 50 per cent. more than other firms in the 
iron business were paying their men, 

Competition is very keen in the trade, and it 
war found that the company could not compete 
with its rivals. The foreman was asked to co- 
operate with the company to equalize the 
wages of the men with those that iron men got 
in other factories. The foreman refused to do 
60 and resigned, remarking that the men would 
not stand any reduction. 

The company gotup @ new scale of prices 
which Mr. Richards says is still higher than in 
other factories, and submitted it to a committee 
ofthe workmen. The committee went out, and 
in violation of the provisions of the moulders’ 
constituticn, which requires that every griev- 
ance be reported to the central organization, 
which body alone is authorized to order a strike, 
told the men to go out on strike forthwith. 
Since then, the strikers have been hanging about 
the factory, threatening with death any work- 
men who applied for work. Sonate was 
made to the authorities for police protection, 
and only one officer was sent. Had there been 
three or four officers Mr. Richards thinks that 
the murder of Arnold could not have taken 
place,

SNAP LEGISLATION. 


—— 
REFLECTIONS SUGGESTED BY THE 
TACK ON CENTRAL PARK. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

One of the obvious lessons to be derived from the 
recent experience of the citizens of New- York in the 
matter of park legislation seems to have remained 
unnoticed, both by the speakers at the indignation 
mass meeting and by the press. The citizens of 
New-York are never permitted to be aware, until the 
mischiet is already done, what particular kind of ma- 
lignant legislation is in store for them under the 
guiding hands of municipal legislators and the will- 
ing, log-rolling acquiescence of country members. 
Had our rulers been put to the necessity of declaring 
and publishing, sixty days in advance of a legislative 
session, their purpose to change the character of our 
Park—to make it a fast gentlemen’s driveway, in- 
stead of a recreative, healthful resort for our people— 
they would have heard such unmistakablo voices and 


expletives of dissent that neither the Governor— 
nay, noteven the legis!atorsa—would ever have be- 
come parties tothe transaction; indeed, the retreat 
could have been made much more gracefully and 
cheaply than first to pass the law, then to beat off, 
with clubs, the Park Commissioners from acting on 
it, and thirdly, to make the supreme effort of repeal- 
ing during the same session a law passed with ap- 
parent unanimity but a fortnight before. 

We are still in the colonial stage of legis! ation, and 
evicn with the best-intentioned of Governors, the 
wisest of ‘egisiators, and the most virtuous of sug- 
gesters and piomoters of laws, the facility for 
snapping” (10 use Mr. Hewitt’s phrase) logisla- 
tion upon the community wust from time to time 
put upon the statute book most regrettable and un- 
wise evactments. Ccnditionus being as they are, 
however—:l the sinister elements of the community 
active and alive to obtaining profit by means of lez- 
isiation—makxes the present state of our lawmakius 
machinery one full of dunger, in addition to the fact 
that itis wholly unscientitic and invites the very 
class of evils, the most flagrant of which within the 
past few weeks we have endeavored in a single in- 
stance to correct. 

‘there should ve a constitutional amendment meth- 
odizing our legislation. All the old safeguards de- 
vised when the population was mainly farming have 
broken down under the stress of diversity of inter- 
ests and increase of wealth and population. Good 
enough for the twenty or thirty laws which (during 
a legislative session) were enacted in the early part 

iis century, that a bill should be read three 
times, that it should be engrossed, that it should be 
entered upon the Journal, that it should be printed, 
that certain classes of b.lls should require certain ma- 
jorities, were these carly restrictions on legislation, 
All these constitutional requirements are Low 80 
little observed, and when observed attract so little 
public attention while the bill is on its passage, that 
the objects sought to be attained of i teh tg and 
consequent discussion are no longer achieved. Some- 
thing beyond these requirements is how, as a matter 
of public safety, imperatively necessary, 

Nolocal or private bill should be permitted to 
be passed by any legislative body ofa modern Com- 
monuwealth which is not filed sixty days before the 
session in a public office, (Secretary of state,) notice 
of the purpose toapply to the Legislature for the 
passage of such a Dill, and the purpose to be achieved 
thereby fully advertised in the public press of the 
locality to be affected, a specified time given for ob- 
jections to the bill, to be likewise filed, aud a time 
set during the legislative session for the full trial, 
before experts, of the proposed measure on its mer- 
its. The expense of advertising should be 
borne by the promoters of the bill—a small tax 
upon such public-spirited citizens, for example, 
as those who forwarded the late driveway legisla- 
tion! Long before the trial of any such measure 
would have been had before the Legislature, the 
timely ndtice to every interest affecied thereb 
would have given opportunity, even without a trial, 
to suggesta serious doubt whether it was worth 
while, in the face of a consensusof adverse opinion, 
to continue the promotion of the bill. 

We cannot hope, within any very short period of 
time, to make a safe domestic animal of our munici- 
pal tiger, but we can strengthen the beams of the 
constitutional cage, which have become insecure 
both by the tooth of time and ihe growing strength 
of the animal, and add here and there a few bara, xo 
as to enable self-supporting citizens tosleep at night 
during a legislative session with some feeling of se- 
curity.

HENRY T. KNEELAND. 

Henry T. Kneeland died on Sunday at his 
home, 379 Grand Avenue, Brooklyn, of peri- 
tonitis. He had been ill only a few days, and 
was at his office as late as last Thursday. He 
was in his fifty-third year. 

Mr. Kneeland was one of the best-known men 
in the grain and flour trade of this city. He 
was born and reared in Western New-York, but 
came to New-York City when a young man and 
entered the grain and flour house of Carlos 
Cobb. Upon the death of Mr. Cobb,. about 
twenty years ago, he succeeded to the business. 


His firm, Henry T. Kneeland & Co., was very 
active, but not in a speculative way. 

Mr. Kneeland was an old member of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, and was most influential in its 
affairs. He sorved several terms on its Board 
of Managers, und was a member of most of the 
delegations sent by the Exchange to Washington 
and Albany to argue before committees on 
ponding legislation. One of his last services of 
this kind was performed as a member of the 
Produce Exchange committee which went to 
Washington to oppose the Anti-Option Trading 
bills, He was looked upon as the father of the 
ollicial grain inspection system of the Exchange. 

A meeting of members of the Exchange was 
held yesterday afternoon to take action on the 
death of Mr. Kneeland. President Evan Thomas 
peesified, David Bingham offered resolutions 

eclaring that Mr. Kneeland’s sterling integrity 
and broad views had given him a position in the 
firstrank of successful merchants. Ex-Presi- 
deut Alexander E. Orr, J. H. Herrick, and 8. 8. 
Marples also spoke. A committee was Seporetes 
to represent the Exchange at the funeral. 

In polities Mr. Kneeland was a Republican 
until he joined the independent movement. He 
was married and leaves a family. The funeral 
will be held at bis home at 5 o’clook this after- 
noon.

MRS. BURIKE-ROCHE’S DIVORCE. 


BAYARD SAYS THERE I8 NO DOUBT 
AS TO ITS VALIDITY. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 28,—On being shown 
to-day an article in a New- York paper, question- 
ing the effect of the divorce granted by the 8u- 
perior Court of this State to Mrs. Burke-Roche 
and claiming that it is valid only in Delaware 
and New-Hampshire, the Hon. Thomas F, Bay- 
ard, who was counsel for Mrs. Burke-Roche, 
said: 

“T can only say that Mrs. Burke-Roche got a 
legal divorce in this State, and the comity of 
courts will recognizeit. Her divorce was not a 
secret one. It was obtained in open court. Per- 
sonal notice of her intention .to apply for a di- 
vorce was served upon her husband in England, 
and public notice was also given. The courts 
of this State divorced her from a worthless, 
faithless husband. The laws of this State pro- 
tect her, and should he attempt to harass her 
we will very soon put himin prison. And should 
ho do 80 outside this State, the comity of courts 
will uphold the judgment of the court here 
which granted the divorce, and even the United 
States Supreme Court recognizes such comity. 

It is true that there is great conflict between 
the divorce and marriage laws of the different 
States. Ihave been made a member of a com- 
mission to secure unifermity of divorce and 
marriage legislation by the States, and I hope 
we shall soon be able to effect it. There is also a 
difference in the divorce laws of Scotland, Eng- 
land. and France. There is a clause in our Con- 
stitution which gives full faith and oreditin 
one State to the judgments of a court in another 
State. Itis a question of jurisdiction, and I be- 
lieve the courts will so recognize it.”

THE NEW-HAVEN ROAD MAY CUT LOOSE 
FROM THE NEW-ENGLAND. 


News from New-Haven is to the effect that there 
is more significance in the matter of the loase of the 
Stonington Road by the New-York and New-Haven 
than would appear at first glance. General Manager 
Lucius Tuttle of the Consolidated Road, in answer to 
questions yesterday, said that the lease would not 
affect the relations between his road and the Boston 
and Albany and the New-England, at loast for the 
present. As tothe Boston and Albany particularly, 
Mr. Tuttle said that the lease would not alter the 
friendly relations existing in any way; in fact, that 
road was satisfied With the new arrangement. He 
said: 

* As to renewing our arrangements with the New- 
England, that, however, is another matter. That 
Toad has been strengthening itself in every way pos- 
sible. It is in the hands of speculators, and has been 
fora long time endeavoring to sell out tog solvent 
corporation, _ It has been endeavoring to secure en- 
trance into New-York, with the view of diverting trat- 
flo from our road. It is but natural, therefore, that 
the Consolidated Road shoula make arrangements 
to be indepen dent of the New- England, and with the 
arrangement already made we are able to reach 
within thirty-three miles of Boston. Now, if the oc- 
casion requires, we shall be able to cover almost the 
entire distance on our own lines without resorting 
to the New- England, and at the same time help to 
pay dividends on our own stock. It is scarcely to be 
expected that the Consolidated Road would be will- 
ing to throw traffic in the way of a rival corporation. 
You can draw your own inferences whether or not 
the arrangements with the New-England will be 
continued,”

IN THE FAR NORTHWEST. 


EXTENSIONS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA, ORE- 
GON, WASHINGTON, AND IDAHO, 


SEATTLE, Washington, March 28.—Many projects 
for railway building will begin this Summer in the 
Pacifico Northwest. The Canadian Pacific has ar- 
ranged with the Dominion Government to build 
through the Rockies at Crow’s Nest Pass. The 


day nearer the Pacific. The distance from Van- 
couver to Montreal will be covered in seventy-two 
hours, The company is running cars through to this 
city over the coast line of the Great Northern, end 


there ig every indication that the Canadian Road is 
preparing to compete more sharply for the Pacitic 
coast trattic of the United States. 

The Canadian Pacific is also surveying for a num- 
ber of branches to open the undeveloped interior of 
British Columbia. The first of these lines to be 
undertaken will be from Revelstoke to the head of 
Arrow Lake. The distance is about twenty-eight 
miles, and there are no serious engineering <difficul- 
ties. This branch will ultimately be extended down 
Arrow Lake and the Kootenay mining country; 

The Great Northern is rapidly closing the gap be- 
tween Puget Sound and the end of its track in 
Northern Idaho, Gangs of men are at work at each 
end, and the company expects torun through trains 
from St, Panito Puget Sound by May, 1893. The 
Cascade Mountains will be crossed by a temporary 
switchback until the tunnel is cat through Steven’s 
Pass. At present the trains of the Great Northern 
run from st. Panl to Havre, near Fort Assiniboin, 
in Northern Moutana, and thence by a branch, the 
Montana Central, to Helena. This Summer, how- 
ever, they will get through to Spokane. 

The Northern Pacific spent $3,292,800 last year 
in improvements and extensions in Washington, 
Oregon, and Idaho,and President Oakes has an- 
nounced that no extensions will be built this year. 
Nevertheless, two large parties are surveying an ex- 
tension cutting across the State from Spokane to 
Ellensburg. The road now makes a big bend to the 
south to cross the Columbia River at Pasco, near the 
Oregon line. Part of the cut-offis already built in 
the Washington Central, which is owned by the 
Northern Pacific Company. This short line would 
carry the Northern to the gates of the Okanogan 
Mining Company and enable it to cgmpete with the 
Great Northern there. The Canadian Pacific already 
has well under way a branch from Osooyoos Junction 
down Okanogan Lake in British Columbiato the 
boundary, and the Northern Pacific is considering a 
line to meet it and compete with it. 

The Columbia River and Navigation Company pro- 
poses to build a line twenty-four miles long around 
the unnavieable portions of the Columbia River 
near the Dalles. This road will help bring the prod- 
ucts of [Idaho and Eastern and Central Washington 
down the Columbia River and to Portland by ves- 
sel instead of by the Northern Pacific to Tacoma and 
Seattle. The project has the backing of Port- 
land capitalists. The cost ofgthe work will be but 
$500,000. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy is extending 
ite Chicago, Buylington and Missouri Branch north. 
west to Helena, where connection for Puget Sound 
can be made with either the Great Northern or 
Northern Pacific. The Burlington, however, is 
known to be ambitions to havea line of its own to 
the coast. The company now has a branch to Buffalo, 
in the northern partof Wyoming, and the extension 
will be — through Montana to Helena. Work 
is already begun. 


COMPLAINT DISMISSED. 


DECISION BY STATE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SIONERS IN FAVOR OF THE ERIE. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 28.—The State Railroad 
Commission to-day dismissed the complaint of E. V. 
Parker of Elmira against the New-York, Lake Erio 
and Western Railroad Company, which alleged that 
merchants of Rochester engaged in the business of 
selling groceries are permitted to ship goods to points 
on the Erie Road fourth class, without regard to 
their weight or bulk, thus constituting a discrimina 
tion in classification against New-York merchants 
dealing in the same line of goods and selling at the 
same points. 

Goods are shipped from New-York to Rochester 
and intermediate points under four classifications, 
and the discrimination is alleged to occur in the ship- 
ment of the same kind of goods from Rochester 
fourth class. There was no dispute as to the facts, 
the company admitting the same, justifying the 

ractice on the ground thatif it were otherwise the 
arge merchants of Rochester couldn't handle the 
goods in competition with New-York houses selling 
the same goods. ' 

The Railroad Commission, in its decision, says this 
rule and practice governs all competing lines out of 
Rochester. For instance, the rate on tea to Livonia 
from New-York would be 35 cents per 100 pounds; 
from New-York to Rochester, 25 cents, and from 
Rochester to Livonia, (fourth class,) 7 cents, to- 
gether, 32 cents, wiieh would show an apparent dis- 
crimination of 8 cents against New-York. It is diffi- 
cult to see wherein the discrimination exists. since 
itis competent for the New-York merchant to ship 
his goods to Rochester at the twenty-five.cent rate, 
and from there to Livonia under the fourth classitica.- 
tion. This view of the case would seem to dispose of 
the charge of discrimination, as the fourth classifica 
tion from Rochester is open to all who desire to avail 
themselves of it. Of course, the New-York merchant 
has the extra expense of rehandling his goods at 
Rochester if he avails of the fourth classification 
from there; but, then, the same can be said of the 
Rochester merchants.

AGAINST THE PAN HANDLE. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 28.—The effort of the Pan 
Handle Railroad Company to knock out Robert Gar. 
rett & Sons’ application for arbitrators to fix the 
value of 1,723 shares of stock in the Little Miami 
Road before its consolidation with the other Pan 
Handle lines has failed. The Pan Handle set ug 
that Garrett & Sons had notice of the proposed con. 
solidation, but declined to go into it, This Garrett & 
Sons denied. 

Judge Pugh of the Court of Common Pleas held 
that the act was not a corporate act, but was in the 
nature of theDirectors acting as trustees; that it waa 
a dissolution of the company, and that even if Garrett 
& Sons had notice of the meeting to consolidate and 
neglected to take notice of it they, or any other stock. 
holder in @ similar condition, are not estopped from 
following their stock and recovering its value. 

The Pan Handle also set up that the law which 
requires companies about to consolidate, upon de- 
mand of the stockholders, to pay them for the stock 
before consolidation was a bar to the application for 
arbitrators, but the court held that this law was en- 
acted for the benefit of dissenting stockholders and 
not for the companies themselves. The proper time 
to appoint arbitrators was when the parties could 
not agree. 

WESTERN MARYLAND. 
BALTIMORE, March 28.—The Baltimore and Cum- 
berland Railway Company has submitted a propo- 
sition which has been approved and forwarded by 
the Finance Commissioner of the city to the Mayor 
and City Council for the lease of the Western Mary- 
land Railroad. 

The debt of the latter road tothe oity ig taken at 
$5,000,000, and the Baltimore and Cumberland 
Road offers to pay the city interest at the rate of 4 
per cent. in semi-annual installments of $100,000, 
to pay $50,000 ayear toward a sinking fund to pay 
oif the principal, and in addition to pay at once asa 
bonus the sum of $500,000. 

The Baltimore and Cumberland also agrees to as- 
sume all the debts of the branch roads, so to regulate 
its traffic as to benetit Baltimore, charging a higher 
freightand passenger rate to Philadelphia than to 
Baltimore. It agrees to build.its road from Cumber- 
land to Hagerstown in three years.

OCEAN STEAMSHI?S INTERESTED. 
MONTREAL, March 28.—An inflaential deputation 
of leading steamship agents had occasion to wait 
upon representatives of the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific Railways to-day. It appears that 
the railways are contemplating a big increase in 
through rates to England, and also in local freight 
charges. The new Spring tariffs have not yet beep 
issued, Dut it is understood there will be some- 
thing like a 2U per cent. advance over last season’s 
rates. 
The railways claim that they have hitherto been 
carrying freights at too low a rate to make money, 
and are taking the present opportunity to increase 
their revenues. The steamship men are going to 
protest against the increase, hence to-day’s confer- 
ence. 

No arrangement was made, but the railway repre- 
sentatives submitted a proposal which the steam- 
ship men have taken under consideration. The 
increased rates are likely to cuuse considerable 
friction between commercial and railway interests.

ELECTRIC ROAD IN TROUBLE. 

DusuqQve, Iowa, March 28.—An application has 
been made for the appointment of a receiver for the 
Allen & Sweney line, called the Dubuque Electric 
Railway, Light, and Power Company. The applica- 
tion is made in the interest of the St. Louis Car Com- 
yavy and others. The property is bonded for about 
$250,000. stocked for $300,000, and has a floating 
debt of $140,000. 
The petition charges that Allen & Sweney have 
appropriated $96,000 of the company’s funds; that 
the cash account is $36,000 short; that the money 
has gone to bolster up their lines in Davenport and 
Stillwater, and that the assets of the Dubuque con- 
cern are being wasted. Attorneys of the company 
admit the appropriation, but say they expected to 
return it out of a loan to be seoured from Boston 
bondholders, which the latter refused to advance.

ME CONKLIN MISSING. 


BUPPOSED TO HAVE LEFT BECAUSE OF 
THE ZOO INVESTIGATION. 


The investigatiofby the Commissioners of 
Accounts into the charges of mismanagement 
of the Central Park Zoological Garden by Super- 
Intendent William A. Conklin tookon a new 
phase yesterday. The Commiszioners were in- 
formed early in the afternoon that Mr. Conklin 
pould not be found, and it was reported that he 
had disappeared under pressure of the investi- 
gation. 

Mrs. Conklin, formerly Miss Eiley O'Duffy, 
‘was the only witness examined during the day. 
Bhe said she had not seen her husband since 
Thureday last. During the latter part of the 
morning session Mrs. Conklin broke down and 
began to weep. The investigation was then ad- 
journed until 2 P. M., but just befere that hour 


word was brought to Commissioner Wahle that 
Mra. Wahle had given birth to an beir, and then 
the hearing was adjourned until noon to-day. 

The information that Mr. Couklin could not 
be found caused considerable surprise. Robert 
McKenna, a Park Department messenger, said 
Mr. Conklin had not been at the Park since last 
Wednesday. Commissioner of Accounte Daly 
said Conklin had requested that he be not called 
asa witness until all the other witnesses had 
been oxamined. A subpe@na was sorved on 
him, but no date for his examination had been 
fixed. 

Thomas F. Murtha of the law firm of Owen, 
Gray & Sturges had previously appeared as 
counecl for Conklin, but he notified the Com- 
missioner of Accounts that ho had withdrawn 
from the case for * professional reasons.” 

Walter Myers, alias Bannister, whose name 
Was associated with Conklin’s in the alleged 
mismanagement of the garden, and who ad- 
mitted having perjured himsel!, is also said to 
be among the temporarily missing. 

Mrs. Conklin came unattended to the investi- 
gation. She said sho was the daughter of a 
Dublin dentist, and had come to this city first 
in January, 1858. She was atetirst employed as 
a clerk in the Western Union office. She had 
letters of introduction to Mr. Conklin. She 
went back to Ireland and returned again in 
September, 1889. She brought £800 with her, 
and Mr. Conklin told her thore was a great 
chanoe for her to go into the animal business, 
She demurred at first, but Mr. Conklin urged her 
to go into the enterprise because Mr. Thompson, 
who had been in the business before, had jast 
gone out of it. 

Mrs. Conklin was uncertain as to the amount 
of money she had invested, or what animals 
she had bought orsold. She admitted that Mr. 
Conklin had conducted all the preliminary buai- 
ness for her upto the time of their marriage, 
which took place in April, 1891. Bhe established 
her collection of animais at Cazenovia, where 
she had rented a place from Gen. Viele. 

Part of the business of the witness, conducted 
at Conklin’s suggestion, was to sell him the 
carcasses of worn-out horses for use as food for 
the animals in the Park. She could make no 
clear explanation of why bills were sent in 
Myers's, or Bannister’s, name. She had pnr- 
Shased a lioness for $500 in Lurope and sold her 
to the Central Park Zoo fer $700. When asked 
it she knew that this animal had been passed 
through the Custom House at $226 invoice 
price, she said that she did not. 

While Commissioner Wahle was trying to as- 
certain what Mrs. Conklin’s business relations 
were with Bannister, whom she described as 
her agent, Mrs. Conklin broke down, and the 
hearing Was adjourned.

Mr. BLAND admits that the Silver bill is 
“dead.” Speaker CrISP refused, as amem- 
ber of the Committee on Rules, to agree to 
a rule of closure to bring it to a vote unless 
a request for it was signed by one-half of 
the Democratic members oi the House. 
BLAND conceded at once that the requisite 
number of signatures could not be ob- 
tained, and that without the rule the bill 
could not be brought to a vote. Mr. PIERCE 
of Tennessee was more hopeful, and set out 
to obtain signatures for a request for the 
rule, but when the number reached sixty he 
could make no further headway, and gave 
itup as a hopeless case. There is good 
reason to believe that if the bill could be 
brought to a vote without an opportunity 
for a word of debate or a line of amend- 
mentit would be killed, so stunning was 
the vote of last Thursday night to its 
supporters and so strengthening to its 
opponents, but it may be as well to leave it 
on the side track out of the way. The po- 
litical effect of casting this obstruction 
aside will be far-reaching. The Democratic 
Party will recover its senses and set out to 
recover lost ground on its winning issues, 

sndit will turn more earnestly than ever 

‘o a candidate who embodies those issues. 





Congressman ROCKWELL of the Che- 
mung Distrjct, in this State, isproving anew 
thateven the most noxious creatures have 
their uses. Not only has his effort to keep 
the seat in the House to which he was not 
elected brought Senator HILL tohis rescue, 
and so served to set that elusive gentleman 
in his proper light before the decent Demo- 
crats in Congress, but his vote on the Sil- 
ver bill has also served to make Mr. HIL1’s 
duplicity more conspicuous than ever.

The Republicans in Rhode Island find it 
necessary to make the most strenuous 
efforts this year to carry the coming elec- 
tion in that State, and they are said to rely 
mainly on the vote which they have been 
accustomed to purchase, There seems to 
be no doubt that they are liberally sup- 
plied with funds and anxious to use them 
in any way that can be made effective. The 
new ballot law may be found an effectual 
barrier to the wholesale bribery to which 
' they are quite willing to resort. One “ ele- 
ment” on which they are relying consists of 
the French Canadians who are found in in- 
creasing numbers in the manufacturing 
towns. Many of these know and care little 
about the questions involved, and are 
ready enough to sell their votes, but they 
cannot be trusted to vote as they are paid 
without watching, and with a secret ballot 
there is no assurance that bribery ‘will 
not prove a costly and fruitless process, 
The Democrats are very hopeful that the 
corrupt practices ot their opponents will in 
reality help them by producing a revulsion 
of feeling that will find expression in the 
secrecy of the voting booth. 








The city Democrats in the Legislature 
are making haste to evade their responsi- 
bility for the Speedway bill. It must have 
been a touching sight to see PLUNKITT 
‘* bowing to the will of the people ” last 
night and moving the repeal of his bill. 
As was to be expected, objection was 
promptly made, not by a New-Yorker, but 
by an outsider, a Brooklyn man, whom 
his constituents will do well to 
mark. The Citizens’ Committee — is 
not the body to secure tho _ re- 
peal of the law. They have acted 
properly in calling upon the Mayor to do 
this. The Mayor promised meroly not to 
oppose the repeal, but this will not suffice. 
Tammany procured the law; let Tammany 
procure the repeal or take the consequentes. 
If Tammany believes that the public in- 
dignation will last till November and be 
efiicient in the municipal election, the law 
will be repealed. If it is not repealed, it 
will be the duty of the people to show that 
Tammany has made a mistake. 











A very pretty specimen of HILL’s work 
is explained in our dispatches from At- 
lanta this morning. The recent action of 
the Polk County Democrats is claimed in 
Georgia as a great triumph. What these 
Democrats did was to adopt the “Ocala 
platform” of the ‘People’s Party” with 
all its absurdities, and to pledge themselves 
to vote for no one for any office who 
would not accept that platform. This of 
itself puts the Polk County people in flat 
opposition to the Democratic Party of the 
State. It is curious that wherever HILL 
turns up to elaim a “triumph,” a split in 
the party immediately follows. 








The moukey and elephant scandal in 
Central Park is a bad one as it stands, and 
it is obvious that Superintendent CONKLIN 
must go. Butif the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts are really seeking purification and 
not politics, why do they waste their pre- 
cious time on subordinates? Let them sum- 
mon GALLUP, Commissioner GALLUP, the 
head devil in Park mismanagement, and 
ask him, on his oath, if he did not know 
about these menagerie abuses two years ago. 





A FAIR PROPOSITION. 
The proposition with which Lord Saxis- 
BURY has followed up his reply to Mr. 
WHARTON’S note of the Sth inst. shows 
that the Acting Secretary of State did not 
represent the formgr’s position quite 
fairly in the letter of the 22d, when 
he assumed that he insisted that pend- 
ing the proposed arbitration pelagic 
sealing should go on “precisely as if no 
arbitration had been agreed upon,” that 
he proposed to deal with the subject 
“in utter disregard” of our claims, and 
that he refused to unite with us in prompt 
and effective measures to stop pelagic seal- 
ing, and insisted upon “free sealing for 
British subjects.” It was on these unwar- 
ranted’ assumptions that Mr. WHARTON, 
speaking for the President, declared that 
‘the modus of last year is the least that 
accept,” and that 





this Government can 
without it the Government would be com- 
pelled *‘ to use every means in its power to 
protect from destruction or serious injury 
property and jurisdictional rights which it 
has long claimed and enjoyed.” The whole 

tone and spirit of the letter of the 22d 

shows a haste that was hardly consistent 

with diplomatic deliberation. 

It appears that Lord SALIsBuRy is will- 
ing to renew the modus vivendi on condi- 
tion that the arbitration treaty be first rat 
ified and it be agreed that, in case the 
decision of the arbitrators be adverse to the 
United States, they shall assess the dam- 
ages inflicted upon British sealers by the 
prohibition of sealing during the pendency 
of the arbitration, and that, in case the de- 
cision be against Great Britain, they shall 
assess the damages suffered by the United 
States or its lessees in consequence of the 
limitation of the slaughter. This strikes 
us as analtogether fair proposition. Ob- 
viously the ratification of the treaty 
ought to. come first, inasmuch as the 
purpose of renewing the modus vivendi 
is to secure the mutual rights and claims 
of the parties pending the arbitration for 
which it provides, and all that we can 
reasonably ask is au assurance that the 
agreement of last year shall be renewed 
upon conditions that are clearly under- 
stood and that are satisfactory tous. The 
modus without an assurance of the arbitra- 
tion which it contemplates cannot fairly 
be demanded, and that assurance can only 
be given by a ratification of the treaty, 
Moreover, the modus should secure the 
rights of both parties and not those of one 
only, ; 

Lord SALispuRy’s proposition may no 
dyubt be taken as an indication of confi- 
dence in the British contention, but it is to 





be presumed that the President and his 


strength of the case of our Government as 
it is to be presented to the arbitrators. 
Otherwise, they should not have made the 
contention which they have made and 
agreed to submit the questions in dispute 
to arbitration. If they are confident of 
their ground they have no reason for hesi- 
tating to accept the British Premier’s offer. 
It is certainly’ as fair and just for 
one side as for the other, and the 
claims of both should be _ secured 
to abide the result of the arbitration. 
In case the decision should be in our favor 
our Government and the lessees of the Seal 
Islands would be indemnified for any loss 
due to the restriction proposed, and Great 
Britain has an equal right to ask thatin 
case the decision should be against us her 
subjects should be indemnified for losses 
due to the same cause. Lord SALISBURY 
shows his confidence still further by offer- 
ing to have the assessment of damages 
cover the entire period since 1885, dur- 
ing which this controversy has been going 
on. This would settle the whole dispute 
and dispose of all claims, and if our Goy- 
ernment is confident that its course has 
been right and will be sustained, there is 
no reason why it should not agree even to 
this, 

This proposition of Lord SaLispury 
leaves no ground for further contention 
on this subject, and deprives the President 
of all excuse for protracting the contro- 
versy in the hope of keeping up a mischiev- 
ous excitement for political effect. The 
treaty should be ratified without further 
delay, and the renewal of the modus vi- 
vendi on the conditions proposed should, be 
agreed to as soon as its terms can be pat in 
proper form. The British Government has 
given evidence of good faith in causing no- 
tice to be issued to all Canadian sealers 
that if they set out on sealing expeditions 
they will do so at their own risk, and after 
warning of the liability to interruption 
to which they will be exposed in conse- 
quence of the agreement likely to be made. 
If this agreement is entered into and the 
arbitration proceeds, and if as a result the 
United States should be “cast” in dam- 
ages, it will be the logical outcome of the 
course which has been given tothe negotia- 
tions since 1889. It would have been 
safer to endeavor to secure an international 
understanding for the protection of seal 
life on the plan pursued by Secretary 
BAYARD instead of setting up questionable 
claims of jurisdiction in Bering Sea. But 
if the negotiations have been conducted 
upon the right grounds and the claims of 
the Government have been well founded, 
the course of the present Administration 
in the matter will be vindicated and Great 
Britain will have the damages to pay. 








HILL AND MAYNARD. 

With the return of Tammany to complete 
power in the city and the State, the tradi- 
tions of TWEED are undergoing a revival. 
One of these traditions is to “ make it hot” 
for anybody who crosses or even criticises 
the remarkable powers that be. A recent 
instance of this tendency was the vexa- 
tious and spiteful arrest, on a Sunday morn- 
ing, of a responsible citizen and editor. 
The Maynard investigation at Albany has 
already furnished an instance even more 
remarkable, in theissue of subpm@nas to 
the members of the committee of the Bar 
Association who have presumed to present 
the case of Judge MayNnarp to the Legis- 
lature for action. 

Manifestly this is mere and sheer spite. 
The members of the committee can tell the 
Legislature no facts in the case that it does 
not know. Its own work was to investigate 
the case, torecite the facts, and to announce 
its judgment of them. It did this, with a 
result that is absolutely ruinous to Judge 
MAYNARD, by exhibiting a Judge of the 
highest court in the State as a lawbreaker. 
The report in which this was done is 
absolutely unanswerable, but it merely 
marshals facts that were already matters 
of public record or of common notoriety. 
The committee did not profess to have, 
and did not have, in its possession 
any evidence not accessible to all the 
people of the State. Its members are not 
in any sense competent witnesses in a 
legislative investigation. If they have 
misstated facts in their report, the mis- 
statement can be exposed by citing the 
facts. If they have drawn unfair or un- 
warrantable conclusions, the investigators 
can correct their logic. It is simply to 
annoy the leaders of the bar of New-York, 
who are the signers of the report, Demo- 
crats though they are by more than three 
to one, and to punish them for having told 
the truth about a Democratic office holder, 
that the Democratic Legislature abuses 
its powers to take them from their busi- 
ness and drag them up to Albany. 

Like Maynarp’s larceny itself, this is 
the work of HiLL, who can no more escapo 
responsibility for this than for that. He 
put MAYNARD on the bench as areward for 
his crime, and he proposes to annoy May- 
NARD’S exposers as a punishment for their 
action in doing battle for the honor of the 
bench. Nobody imagines that he went to 
Albany for any other purpose than to pro- 
tect MAYNARD, or that the investigators 
have presumed to take a step without his 
express sanction. In all his career, so dis- 
graceful to the people of the State of New- 
York as well as to himself, there has been 
nothing meaner than this piece of spitefal 
persecution. 

What on earth does the man expect to 
gain? Does he imagine that any lawyer in 
the State, or any intelligent man in the 
State, will pay any attention to the white- 
washing report that the Legislature will 
adopt, after the condemnatory report of 
men any one of whose name carries more 
weight with intelligent people than belongs 
to the majority of both Houses of the Leg- 
islature? It has already been put out of 
the question for the Democrats to nominate 
Judge MAYNArp for the place he now holds 
by the appointment of HiLL yer FLowrr. 

Zven Hitv’s State Committee would recoil 
at the prospect of carrying MayNArb. It 
is possible, of course, for MAYNARD to 
brazen it ont and to retain the place he oc- 
cupies until he is superseded by the result 
ofa popular election. But it will not be 

any easier for him to do this because a 
packed Legislature which he himself has 





helped to pack, and which nobody pretends 





to respect, pronounces him an innocent 
man and a fit Judge, when a non-partisan 
and professional body, like the Bar Asso- 
ciation, has declared him a guilty man and 
an unfit Judge, and has proved that propo- 
sition. Hirt has never been suspected 
even of the politician’s virtue of standing 
by his friends, but has always sacrificed 
them quite ruthlessly when they were in 
his’ way. Why should he order his Legis- 
lature to whitewash MAYNARD, when the 
only possible result of executing the order 
will be to blackwash the Legislature with- 
out doing MayNAkD the least good with 
the legal profession or with the gen- 
eral public? Why should he take super- 
fluous pains to disgust the decent people 
of the State, not only by publicly assuming 
again the responsibility for MAYNARD, but 
by showing that he regards as hjs personal 
enemy every Democratic lawyer who is 
zealous for the honor of his profession and 
for the reputation of the Court of Appeals? 
Why should he advertise beforehand that 
his “ investigation” will be a farce, by di- 
recting the investigators to employ as their 
counsel a lawyer who was associated with 
MAYNARD last November, and who has 
since appeared before the Bar Association 
as a volunteer in MAYNARD’s defense? 
These procedures show as little of ‘‘ smart- 
ness” as they do of decency. 





A STORM BREWING, 

It seems to us that a collision is immi- 
nent between CHARLES A. Dana, Esq., 
the editor of the Sun, and Mr. CHARLEs A. 
Dana, President of the United Press Asso- 
ciation. The way Dana the President 
allows DANA the editor to get ‘“ beaten” 
on news of highest consequence is simply 
sickening to experienced journalists, 

It will be remembered that the United 
Press, and consequently the Sun, were beat- 
en on the Santiago dispatch bringing the 
news that Chile had apologized for the 
Baitimore murders—perhaps the most im- 
portant news that the wires have brought 
to Americafi newspapers since the close of 
the war. Now President Dana has again 
left Editor Dana in the lurch on Lord 
SALISBURY’s reply to President Harri- 
80N’S peppery communication about the 
renewal of tho sealing arrangement. In 
the Sun of yesterday morning President 
Dana made use of the following language: 

“ WASHINGTON, March 27.—The reply of Lord 
SALISBURY to the last note of President Harni- 
50N about Bering Sea matters, dated the 22d 
inet., reached Washington last night, as stated 
exclusively in the United Press dispatches. 
None of those acquainted with the con- 
tents of the note will divulge them, and they 
will probably not be made public until after the 
correspondence has been sent to the Senate.” 


What language Editor Dana found it 
necessary to use to express his feelings 
when he saw in the Associated Press pa- 
pers the full text of the correspondence 
that his United Press avatar had solemnly 
assured him would not be given to the pub- 
lic at present THe Times does not know, 
and if it did know probably could not print. 

We feel a certain diffidence about of- 
fering advice in this matter, but it is our 
opinion that in no way could Editor DANA 
put greater news-gathering vim into Presi- 
dent DANA than. by threatening to tell in 
the Sun the true story of how he became a 
stockholder in the United Press,

THE ONLY WAY OUT. 


Among the amendments to the Bland 
Silver bill that will necessarily have to 
be considered, if the House ever takes up 
that measure, is one in the nature of 
a substitute providing for an interna- 
tional conference, Why should that not 
be acceptable to those advocates of silver 
who are not merely trying to save their 
own seatsfrom the apprehended danger of 
the Farmers’ Alliance? We should say 
that it is, as a matter of fact, so really de- 
sirable, so clearly the best settlement of 
the vexed question, that the attitude of 
members toward it would be avery fair test 
of the sincerity of their professions in favor 
of silver. 

In the first place, it is obviously the only 
thing of any torce or substance whatever 
that can be got for silver. The passage of 
the Bland bill by the House would not bring 
thecountry one hour nearer to free coinage. 
On the contrary, it would render the final 
and utter defeat of free coinage inevitable. 
It would compel the Democratic Party, 
whichis the only party a majority of which 
can be supposed to be favorable to free coin- 
age, to go into thenational canvass on that 
issue, and on thatissue it would be beaten. 
Thus the honest silver men are bound to 
face the question whether they are really 
advancing their cause by getting a bare ma- 
jority in the House for it with the certainty 
that the next Congress will be hopelessly 
againstit. In the noxt place, if silver is 
made the issue in the next election it is by 
no means certain that the result will 
be limited to a negative verdict on free 
coinage. The whole question of metallic 
curreney will be opened, and with it 
ali that our Government has done to ad- 
vance the price of silver and to prepare the 
way for its unlimited coinage. It will not 
be simply what we propose to do further in 
the future, but what wejhavealready done; 
not merely the Bland bill, but the Silver 
act of 1890,that will be at stake. Itis 
not only probable but it is very nearly cer- 
tain that a Republican Congress, elected on 
the silver issue, will repeal the act of 1890 
without renewing that of 1878. Why 
should it not? The act of 1890 was merely 
a bid for the silver vote. If the silver men 
could now force an open fight with the Re- 
publicans and array themselves with the 
Democrats on their own policy, they would 
lose all claim on the Republicans and sur- 
render their places to the anti-silver ele- 
ment in the party. 

In the next place, any silver man who, 
with the certainty that he can gain nothing 
substantial for silver, forces the country 
to give up everything else and to settle the 
currency question at once, will have to give 
an account to his constituents of a kind 
that he does not now, perhaps, clearly ex- 
pect. He will be asked to justify his terri- 
ble blunder. He will be held responsible, 
not merely for his intentions, but for the 
consequences of his action. If he have a 
constituency really in favor of silver, how 
will he explain his conrse in making free 
coinage utterly impossible? Mere zeal will 
not save him. His people will tell him that 


he ought to have known the situation and 
enlightened them, instead of blindly fol- 
-lowing what he thought was their sentiment 
to the ultimate ruin of their hopes. No sil- 
ver man with a silver constituency could 
make a greater mistake than to. vote for 
the Bland bill with the expectation that he 
was thereby strengthening himself for the 
future. ; 

Finally, and this seems to us an argument 
that the silver men must by this time 
appreciate, it is only by the co-operation of 
the chief financial powers of the world 
that any ratio between the values of gold 
and silver can have tho slightest chance 
of being maintained steadily. The force 
of such co-operation has never been 
fully tested and it would be easy to 
exaggerate it. But history is crowded 
with examples of vain attempts to bind 
the two metals together by means less 
strong. If this proposition be correct—and 
the best-informed bimetallists are entirely 
agreed that it is correct—any legislation 
by the United States alone will be sure to 
be reversed, and when it is reversed the 
effect upon those interests that silver coin- 
age is supposed to advance will be disas- 


trous. .

LAND-TRANSFER REFORM. 

In all the discussions that have been had 
with reference to the subject of land-trans- 
fer reform the Torrens system has been 
lauded as the best attainable one. Its 
working in Australia has been pointed to 
as proof that the plan of having titles to 
land assured by the Government is the 
only scientific as well as practical method 
of avoiding the waste of time and money 
that attended the old ways of conveyancing, 
In this country Mr. Dwigur H. OLMSTEAD, 
who was the pioneer in the efforts to bring 
about reforms in methods of land transfer, 
used to point to the Torrens method as the 
ideal one toward which, as to a goal, we 
should work. Reforms in indexing and the 
like were all right enough in their way, 
but they were only steps in the road that 
led to State insurance of titles to land. 

It would seem, however, that the Tor- 
rens system is not one that could well be 
adopted in this country, and particularly 
not in this city, where the need for reform 
in conveyancing is greatest. Mr. OLM- 
STEAD has come to this conclusion him- 
self, and he is not at all backward in so 
announcing. He does this in the March 
number of the Counsellor, in an article in 
which he discusses the objections to the 
system. These objections may be briefly 
considered. 

To begin with, a register of deeds in this 
State is simply a ministerial officer, and it 
would require an amendment to the Oon- 
stitution to convert him into the judicial 
officer required by the Torrens system. 
Under the latter method the register is 
not only a judge, but he is the only judge, 
and from his decision there is no appeal 
If a person is aggrieved, his remedy is to 
sue for damages. If he succeeds in the liti- 
gation he is paid from the fund set aside 
for such purposes. Itis more than doubt- 
ful whether such a radical change in the 
constitutional powers of the register could 
obtain popular sanction. 

Another objection to the adoption of the 
system lies in the amount of work that 
would be necessary to put the thing in op- 
eration, In this city alone before the sys- 
tem could be established it would be neces- 
sary to have the titles to more than 200,- 
000 separate pieces of realty examined and 
adjudicated. This would call for the sery- 
ices of an army of judicial officers without 
considering the work upon the current 
transfers. 

Some figures which Mr.:OLMSTEAD gives, 
showing the volume of business done in the 
Register’s office in this city, furnish anoth- 
er reason for objection to the adoption of 
the Torrens system here. Thus, the land 
map of the city contains 3,426 blocks and 
more than 200,000 owners. There are re- 
corded in this city about 15,000 deeds an- 
nually, and there are in addition a very 
large number of transmissions of real 
estate interests, by will, heirships, and ju- 
dicial decrees. The clerical work alone 
required by the Torrens system would be 
something enormous. 

The objection which Mr. OLMSTEAD urges 
to the method of indexing by “the areas 
of the several ownerships, instead of by 
detinite areas fixed by statute for the pur- 
pose,” does not seem as strong as the 
*others, because there appears to be no 
reason alleged why the Torrens system 
may not be in operation in connection with 
the block system of indexing. 

There is no doubt, however, as to the 
force of the objection that the methods 
under the Torrens system “are opposed to 
the customs and habits of our people in 
dealing with land,” and will be opposed on 
that ground if on no other. The efforts, 
moreover, to establish the essential princi- 
ples of the Torrens system in England, by 
means of Lord WrstTBuRyY’s act of 1862 
and Lord Carrns’s act of 1874, afford evi- 
dence that the system cannot be operated 
successfully in England, and the causes for 
the failure there exist and have equal 
weight here. 

Mr. OLMSTEAD’s opinion is that for a sat- 
isfactory method we shall have to discard 
the guarantee or insurance feature and to 
build upon a correct and scientific system 
of indexing *‘all the provisions of the Tor- 
rens system and of all other systems of 
which we are cognizant that serve to pro- 
tect titles.” He believes that it is possible 
to construct a system of land transfer 
‘which, by the force and efficiency of its 
own provisions, will render the transfer of 
land as simple, inexpensive, and safe as is 
the transfer of registered corporate securi- 
ties.” This is certainly a consummation 
devoutly wished by all who are interested 
in the transfer of real estate.

INVESTIGATION OF LABORERS’ ALLEGED 
SUFFERINGS. 


Utica, N. Y., March 28.—About 200 negroes 
arrived here to-day from Columbia, Tenn. They 
were bound for the North Woods to work on the 
Adirondack and St. Lawrence Railroad. They 
were told here of the hard experiences reported 
from the camps along the line of the road. 
Thirty or forty negroes and several white men 
arrived here yesterday from the north. They 
repeated to the new importation the condition 
of things as they found itin the camps. They ad- 
vised the men not to go on, and finally all but a 
few decided to turn back. They were taken to 
the Charity Clerk’s office and fed. They are very 
poorly clothed. 

The State Board of Mediation and Arbitration 
began the investigation of the oruelties alleged 
to have been practiced upon Yaborers by con- 
tractors working on Dr. Webb's Adirondack 
Railroad, at the Charity Clerk’s office in this 
city to-day. 

Negroes from Nashville, Tenn.: Birmingham, 
Ala, and laborers from New-York, who have 
been employed on the road, were examined. 
They all complained of their food and accom- 
modations, and said that extortionate rates 
were charged for supplies. The bosses, they 
said, used threats of shooting to compe! them

THE PAIGE BANK FRAUDS.

HUNTINGTON’S 
FORGED, 


CHICAGO, March 28.—The announcement pub- 
lished yesterday that a cablegram had been re- 
ceived from Mr. John Huntington, who is at 
Carlsbad, Germany, by his representatives 
here declaring that he had indorsed no paper 
since last April created a sensation in financial 
circles. The original amount of such indorse- 
ments was placed at $150,000, and most of it 
was due in September last. 

At a meeting of Mr. Huntington’s trustees 
held to-day it was discovered that at least 
$285,000 worth of notes given by Paige, Carey 
& Co., the New-York aqueduct contractors, and 
bearing John Huntington’s indorsement, were 
held by various banks. An attorney was asked 
for advice, andit is probable that a representa- 
tive will be sent to Germany to get a definite 
statement from Mr. Huntington as to the 
amount of his indorsements. 

The only genuine paper bearing Mr. og seo 
ton’s name now out is said to be $80,000, held 
by a bank of this city. In January last David 
R. Paice of Paige, Carey & Co. was sued by 
the Central National Bank here for $7,000, due 
on a promissory note for $10,000 given by 
Paige, Carey & Co. on Sept. 23, 1891, and in- 
dorsed by David R. Paige and John Hunting- 
ton. The note was hastily paid and the case 
settled out of court.

He made a personal tour 
to the north part of the reservation yes- 
terday and found 100 men camped along 
the line, from which they make raids into 
the reserve whenever an opportunity offers. 
Lieut. Robertson, from the agency, says that 
they have made a requisition for four compa- 
nies of regulars to assist in enforcing Commia- 
sioner Morgan’s orders. Many persons from 
this city, out for a Sunday drive, were driven 
off the reservation. 





POWERS OF HEALTH BOARDS. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 28.—Justice Garrison 
of the Supreme Court has sustained the Board 
of Health of Newark in its right to grant the 
Sanitary and Manufacturing Company certain 
privileges. A writ of certiorari carried up by 
Albert Courter against the Board of Health of 
Newark, granting a permit to the new Sanitary 
and Manufacturing Company to carry on the 
business of night scavenging and designating 
certain land of the Sanitary Company to be used 
within the city limits was reviewed. It was 
held that the power to designate a place for the 
deposit of night-soil, although not given to the 
Board of Health inexpress law, is a necessary 
incident to the general jurisdiction of such 
bodies. The mere fact that people apprehend 
an injury to their property will not, the court 
said, entitle them to any remedy. The writ of 
cortiorsri was dismissed, with costs.

THE GERMAN ACTRESS SANDROOK. 

The Academy of Music was well filled last 
night to greet the German astress Fraulein 
Adelé Sandrock, whose first appearance in New- 
York was thought sufficiently important to war- 
rant the use of an auditorium larger than that 
of the Thalia or the Amberg Theatre. Applause 
followed every act, and was with difioulty re- 
pressed at moments when applause was quite 
out of order, but applause and flowers in huge 
baskets are so conventional with German per- 
formances that they signify little. 

Friiulein Sandrock is a lady of medium height 
and fair figure, but without the beauty that 
sometimes will take the place of talent. Her 
appearance in the opening scenes was not par- 
ticularly striking, for, though it was soon eyi- 
dent that she knew how to walk the stage bet- 
ter than the average actress, neither her face nor 


her figure, least of all her dress, marked her out 
from the other performers. As the play went 
o< however, Friulein Sandrock’s art began to 
tell. 

The play itself is well calculated for the star 
actress, tor it presents a series of emotional sit- 
uations, Itis calied * Eva,” from thename of the 
heroine, daughter of Count von Dueren, who has 
lent his name to a mining scheme. Not only has 
he embarked his all in the Eva Mine, (not the 
Emma Mine,) but persuaded his bourgeois 
friend, the manufacturer Johannes Hartwig, to 
put his money into the speculation, and that of 
Hartwig’s friends and employes. Thus, when 
the failure of the Eva Mine is announced, Hart- 
wig and his friends are carried into poverty or 
disgrace. The play is by Richard Voss, and, 
while net entirely original, is sufficiently local- 
ized in Germany to keep the right tone. 

When the crash comes Eva von Dueren is en- 
gaged to young Elimar von Holm, who quarrels 
with her at that very moment. She looks on 
Hartwig as a hero, for the latter goes to work 
at once to pay off the losses of his friends. Eva 
marries him. But five years later Elimar re- 
turns, declares that he has never loved any one 
but Eva, and manages to surprise the secret of 
her married life, pamely, that it was not 
love, but admiration and pity for Hartwig 
which caused her to marry him, and 
that she is absolutely wretched as _ his 
wife. Eva tells her husbatd what has 
occurred; he is furious, and they separate. But 
the eyes of Eva are soon opened to the real 
character of her old betrothe She brings him 
to a as to hisintentions toward her, and, 
tinding that he is a viilein, shoots him and is 
sent to prison fora term of years. On the day 
she is discharged her husband comes to tell her 
that he was to blame and beg her to return to 
her home, but her weakened constitution can- 
not support the shock of joy and she dies. 

In the second act Friiulein Sandrock leads up 
very artistically to the explanation of her mari- 
tal unhappiness; first there is the grandmother, 
capitally played by Frau Kiéth-Scnifer, whose 
railings and taunts do much to make the young 
wife’s discomfort acute. The playwright, Rich- 
ard Voss, is to be congratulated on the scenes 
where the husband stands between his mother 
and his wife, miserable from their quarrels with 
each other. Wheu left to herself, Eva indicates 
further her wretchedness by a snatch of song 
—a recollection of the days when she was be- 
trothed to Elimar von Holm—and when there 
enters a garrulous, admiring, bourgeoise friend 
—auother excellent minor character—and asks 
her if she oan Want more than what she has— 
husband, house, and child—Eva answers witha 
look and a silence which are exceptional bits of 
stagecraft. 

From this point on it was plain that no Ger- 
man actress as perfect in her art as Friinlein 
Sandrock has appeared these many years in 
New-York. Quiet in her movements, swift 
when swiftness told, masterly in expressing 
anger, indignation, humiliation, and despair, 
this actress fairly earned every one of the plau- 
dits which rang through the Academy, and 
must have felt that she had justified the claims 
for greatness in histrionic power which have so 
liberally preceded her. In the prison scene 
she was touching; in the scene between her 
and her husband, as she crept across the floor 
to his knees, she reached a height rarely won by 
uotor or actress. 

Friiulein Sandrock was fairly supported. Herr 
Klein played theruddy, jolly manufacturer very 
neatly, and when trouble came managedo 
avoid the weakness of overaction. Herr Wirth, 
as Elimar the seducer, looked the well-fed 
worldling, and Herr Weiser took the small part 
of Count Dueren none too ill “ Eva” will be 
played on Tuesday and Wednesday evenings 
and on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons. 
Neither scenery nor dresses are of much account 

in this drama, but the leading actress is a wo- 
man of exceptional talent.

NOT OPPOSE IT 
WILLING THE RACE-TRACK LAW 
SHOULD BE REPEALED. 


THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE HAS A TALK 
WITH THE MAYOR, WHO THINKS THE 
PEOPLE'S WILL SHOULD BE OBEYED 
—WHAT MR. GRANT SAID. 


“ T will not oppose a bill to repeal the Central 
Park Driveway law. I have no objection to the 
passage of such a Dill.” That was as far as 
Mayor Grant would commit or pledge himself 
yesterday afternoon when he was waited upon 
by a committee of citizens representing tens of 
thousands of protestants against the invasion 
of Central Park by a race track, and was asked 
to give his official support to a measure which 
would repeal the outrageous race-track law. 
He would not aid a repeal bill, but he would not 
oppose one. 

The resolutions of the Cooner Union mass 
meeting of Friday evening provided a committee 
of 800 prominent citizens to carry on the work 
of getting the law repealed. That General Com- 
mittee appointed an Executive Committee of 
thirty, and there was also appointed a special 
committee of five, consisting of J. J. O’Donobue, 
Chairman; Henry Kk. Beckman, John D. Crim- 
mins, Franklin 8. Bartlett, and J. P. Archi- 
bald, President of the Central Labor Union, to 
wait on Mayor Grant and Senator Cantor to try 
and get both to lend their aid toward getting a 
repeal law through the Legislature. 

The Executive Committee met yesterday at 
the headquarters, 63 Wall Street, and resolved 
to accompany the special committee to the 
Mayor's office. Those who waited upon the 


Mayor were J. J. O’ Donohue, Henry R. Beekman, 
John D. Crimmins, Franklin § Bartlett, J. P. 
Archibald, Henry R. Kunharit, I. B. Newcombe, 
Lorettus 8. Metcalfe, & H. Ordway, J. W. 
Pinchot, Stuyvesant Fish, J. Frankenheimer, 
Lyman Rhoades, Joseph Evans, A. J. Wormser, 
Edward King,C. B. Stover, Henry E. Howland, W. 
A. Stiles, C. M. Lovington, Jr., W. Harris 
Roome, John Jay Chapman, Koudinot Keith, R. 
W. G. Welling, C. Wheeler Barnes, W. L. Schief- 
felin, Lester W. Clark, J. B. Gilaer, C. C. Kross, 
Cc.

L. Bolton Bangs, and Alfred Corning Clark. 

The Mayor received them with apparent cor- 
diality. Henry R. Beekman, speaking for the 
committee, called attention to the thoroughly- 
representative character of the great mass 
meeting and the earnestness of the anti-race- 
track law resolutions it adopted, and said: 

“We epeak for more than 15,000 people who 
have sent in their individual protests against 
this law, and for the official protests of organiza- 
tions of laboring men and taxpayers, aggregat- 
ing more than 200,000 men in their mewbér- 
ship. In fact, the sentiment against it has seemed 
to be aimost unanimous. Now, this committee 
is here simply to voice the opinion of the — 
in protesting against this bill. You are the re- 
sponsible head of the City Government and we 
ask you to join with us in demanding that the 
Legislature repeal the law. 

“We are glad to have this opportunity to call 
oh you. We are giad because we know the 
record you have made in your efforts to protect 
the rights and the lives and property of the peo- 

le of this city from dangerous and adverse 

egislative acts, or from dangerous conditions. 
We feel sure, in view of the readiness with 
which you have always acceded to the demands 
of the people who have honored you with oftice, 
that you will stand by them in this matter. 

ublic sentiment demands therepeal of the law, 

ill you add to that demand the weight of your 
demand as Mayor of the city!” 

When Mr. Beekman stopped with this fiat 
question the Mayor said slowly: “Setting aside

“A simple repeal bill has been prepared,” 
answered Mr. Keekman. “It is with Senator 
Cantorin Albany.

Cantor a eon poe that he would in- 
troduce it. We would like to get an official ap- 
proval of it from you,”’ 

* But,” said the Mayor, “ suppose that there 
are other bills that I have been asked to ap- 
prove—for instance, a bill repealing the law 
which authorizes the driveway in Central Park, 
but authorizing a driveway elsewhere, would 
your committee oppose any other bill?” 

“Are there such other bills?’’ asked Mr. 
O’ Donohue. 

“There are,”’ answered the Mayor. 

“Mr. Mayor,” said W. Harris Roome, “ we are 
not authorized tacitly or avowedly to say what 
‘we would do with any other bill. We are simply 
authorized to express the people’s demand for 
the repeai of the existing law and to act on that 
demand,” 

“This committee fears,” said Mr. Beekman, 
“that if it should" make any suggestions, 
even in the line of individual opinion, it 
might be held responsible for misrepresenting 
the peopie. Our simple duty under the resolu- 
tion is to act on the demand for the repeal of the 
existing law.” 

“J shall not oppose the repeal bill,” answered 
the Mayor. 

“But it would be very gratifying to the peo- 
le if you would go further, and advocate it,”

MASTERPIECES. 


MODERN PAINTED 


IL 

The death in Paris of R. Austin Roberteon, a 
member of the firm called the Amerioap Art As- 
sociation, has forced an immediate sale of the 
objects of art belonging to the firm in order to 
settle Mr. Robertson's estate, At the American 
Art Galleries 155 olle, pastels, water colors, and 
crayons are in place, and will be sold at Chick- 
ering Hall on the evenings of Thursday and 
Friday, April 7 and 8. A large collection of 
porcelains, bronzes, lacquers, and carvings will 
be sold atthe American Art Galleries on the 
afternoon of Monday, April11, and following 
days. 

The paintings thus unexpectedly thrown 
upon the market comprise many never seen by 
the public, and some which even connoisseurs 
and large buyers have not been asked to exam- 
ine in private. Théy represent paintings stored 
away for the most auspicious time for selling, 
being investments held for arise. This lends 
the sale a special interest. 

The average quality of the works owned by 
the American Art Agsociation is very high, for 
there was always expert advice in Paris and 
New-York at their command, which prevented 
them from often making bad ventures. The 
great majority are European modern works, a 


few are by old masters, and a number of paint- 
ings by Americans are included. 

The old masters are represented by Lucas 
Jacobze van Leyden, (1494-1533,) and Rem- 
brandt van Ryn, (Leyden, 1607; Amsterdam, 
1669,) each by one picture. The Lucas van 
Leyden is a curiously primitive drawing in dis- 
temper on silk which has been stretched over 
cardboard. It is marked with a banded L and 
dated 1513 or 1533. It came from the Gavet 
collection. This ‘‘ Adoration of the Magi” is 
quaint enough and elaborate enough in draw- 
ing to have been done by Lucas van Leyden; 
the composition is said to have been etched by 
the artist. The painting ascribed to Rembrandt 
is the handsome half-length of a youth buack- 
ling on his cuirass which was shown some 
gees ago. While it does not represent the 

ighest point of Rembrandt's art, itis a superb 
work, and if not actually his may have been 
painted by Ferdinand Bol or Govaert Flinck, 
contemporaries who reached nearly but not 
quite the level of Rembrandt. This picture is 
from the second Demidoff sale in 1880, It haa 
been very generally classed with the works of 
Rembrandt, andin view of its merits may de- 
mand recognition and admiration without re- 
gard to the name of the artist. 

American painters comprise Eastman John- 
son, George Inness, W. M. Chase, Frederiok A. 
Bridgman, George Fuller, Sanford R, Gifford, E. 
L. Henry, Robert C. Minor, George H. McCord, 
Arthur Parton, F. K. M. Kehn, and W. T, Rich- 
ards. Mr. Eastman Johnson’s picture of a little 
girl poutes over her task, which is that of 
making the butter come in an old-fashioned 
churn, is one of the very best he ever painted, 
though it belongs to 1868. The ‘modeling of 
faoco, tigure, and upraised hands is excellent; the 
sunlight falling on brow and nose is admirably 
given, and the restrained power of brushwork 
on tin pail and wooden churn is not easily sur- 

assed. ‘‘Summer Landscape,” “Corner of an 

Jrchard,” and “Short Cut at Watchung Bta- 
tion” show George Inness in various moods; 
the best is the last, with its golden sunlight. Mr. 
Chase pleasantly recalls his bright out-of-doors 
touch in “A Sunny Morning, Shinnecock Hills” 
—a road, downs, and two boyish figures. An 
uncommonly good specimen of the marine 
painter Rehn is “Surf at Quogue,” a spirited 
painting, rich in color and solidly wrought. 
*“Winteron the Hudson,” by Arthur Parton, 
gives a good view of the Palisades while the 
ice floes are descending the North River. Of 
Mr. Bridgman’s Algerine pictures there are 
four, the best of which is “ A Street in Algiers,”’ 
with ite types of men and women walking and 
seated. 

Modern French art is represented very fully, 
from minute realists like Meissonier to the 

yantelly painters of the plein-air school, like Bis- 
ey and Claude Monet. Considering the demand 
for Meissonier’s pictures since his death, it is 
something to own a single figure in oils, one of 
his carefully and perteceiy wrought interiors. 
Add to this a sketch in oil of a model, prelimi- 
nary toa water-color ey ofa guardsman, 
and adefective sketch in oil on paper repre- 
senting hussars at a charge—and it must be al- 
lowed that the Meissonier worshippers have a 
feast before them. “ The Guitar Player” was 
painted for the American Art Association 
shortly before Meissonier died. Exquisite finish 
and a masterly touch for tissues form only part 
of the charm of this little picture (12 inches by 
9) for the easy pose of the cavalier who throws 
himeelf back in his chair while he thrums the 
guitar is another bit of cleverness, and his 
ruddy, good-natured face crowns the whole. In 
the way ef cabinet picturing, art could hardly 
go further. 

There are no less than nine oils, pastels, and 
drawings by J. F. Millet, including a panel 
representing the famous lines trom Anacreon, 
in which Cupid knocks at the door. It is a 
snowy day and Cupid is livid, while his arrows 
are falling from their quiver. A rubicund old 
man withivy in his hair and a sympathetic 
maiden help the tricky little god out of the cold. 
The pastel is somewhat heavy in touch. ‘“ Kill- 
ing the Hog” is a pastel sketch which gives in 
a wonderfully dramatic way a repulsive farm 
scene. ‘ Meridian; or, Noon,” is that pastel of 

veasants sleeping heavily in the sun beneath a 

ayrick, which has auch a sensafional but ugly 
fereshortening of the man’s lower body. In the 
pastel, “ The Little Shepherdess,” cold is very 
nicely indicated by the huddled sheep and 
warmly4vrapped girl; the latter is amonument- 
allittle figure. In the pastel, ** Le Troupeau de 
Moutons,” the perspective is admirable. The 
pastel taken in Auvergne, ‘“‘ Gardeuse de Ché- 
vres,”’ is one of his finest sketches of peasant 
types; the goat girl stands rigid in her wooden 
shoes twirling thread from her distaff. We have 
her again in the left upper corner of a large 
landscape in olls, where a swelling hill crowned 
with a clump of trees allows her figure and 
those of her goats to stand against the sky. Of 
two the pastel sketch is the more interest- 

ng. 

There are four Rousseaus, one very large wood 
interior showing a tangle of trunks and leafless 
branches against a red sunset—a gloomy spot, 
suggestive of human sacrifices by the Druids of 
old Gaul. Another desperately sad landscape 
is “A Plain in Berri—Suneet,”’ taken of a 
stormy evening when objects become indistinct. 
“The Forest of Compitgne,” painted in 1833, 
belonged to the oy «| Duke of Orleans, heir 
apparent, who was killed by an accident in 
i842. Itis hard of touch compared with later 
work. These three are very much above the 
average of Théodore Rousseau’s pictures 
brought into the United States, and are only 
surpassed by certain famous canvases like **The 
Hoar Frost” at Baltimore in the Walters Gal- 
lery. Further mention of the pictures to be dis- 
persed must be deferred. The sale will be one 
of the most important New-York has seen since 
the Mary J. Morgan piotures were brought to 
auction. 


AN AGENT OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


—_—_—_>_— 
DESIGNS ATTRIBUTED TO THE MEXICAN 
INTERNATIONAL COMPANY, 


San ANTONIO, Texas, March 28.—It is now 
generally believed in Mexico that the Mexican 
International Company, which is composed of 
English capitalists, has failed ina sly game to 
get control of the harbor of Ban Quentin, in 
Lower California. The International Company, 
evidently, is merely a cloak for Great Britain’s 
plan to secure a coaling station. 

W. P. Sutton, the United States Consul Gen- 
eral for Northern Mexico, with headquarters at 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, arrived here to-day from 
Eusada de Todos Santos, in Lower California. 


Speaking of the Mexican International Company 
scheme, he said: 

“I did not see any indication of serious or 
systematic work about the place. It looks to 
me at present like a deoided failure. This com- 
pany bas a large tract af land, perhaps 16,000,- 
000 to 18,000,000 acres, which were originally 
granted to a rte be 4 company in ‘the cus- 
tomary manner in which these grants are made 
by the Mexican Government; that ia, the sur- 
veying company gets one-third of all the public 
lands it locates in the district covered by the 
charter. The other two-thirds are for the Gen- 
eral and State Governinents in equal shares. 

“In this case, however, the entire district sur- 
veyed was acquired by the purchase of all the 
Government's interest in these lands. 

“The district was supposed to contain valu- 
able tracts of mineral ground, and, in fact, em- 
braces many mines. But as the company has 
merely acquired the surface right to the prop- 
erty and has no exclusive mining rights, the 
mines ate ail subject to denouncement by out- 
siders. Just what the present owners of this 
‘ white elephant’ are going to do with it 1s not 
apparent. The northern boundaries of the 
grant run very close to the international line, 
but do not reach it.”

THE PARIS EXPLOSIONS. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT IN THAT CITY—+ 
THREATS OF LYNCH LAW. 


Paris, March 28.—The excitement caused by 
the explosion yesterday at the residence of M. 
Bulot, at 39 Rue Clichy, has in no way abated. 
The affair is discussed every where, and tne opin- 
fon gains strength that the authorities havo 
been to a certain extent lax in their watohful- 
ness, Some persons say that the time is rapidly 
approaching when the people will depend no 
longer upon the police for protection, but will 
take the law into their own hands and rid the 
city of Anarchists by hanging them to the most 
convenient tree or pole that presents itself. 

Stringent orders have been given tothe Chiefs 
of Police to take into custody any whose actions 
or language show that they arein sympathy 
with the men who delight in calling themselves 
terrorists. 

An Anarchist pamphlet lately published 
warned M. Bulot, who was one of the prosecut- 
ing counsel in a recent trial of Anarchists, that 
he would be blown up, but no attention was 
paid to this threat. 

The author of these dynamite explosions is 
said tobe aman named Ravachol. Several of 
his alleged accomplices have been arrested, but 
the police, though it is claimed they are making 
almost superhuman efforts to capture him, have 
not been able to catch him. The Gaulois to-day, 
however, publishes an interview with Rava- 
chol, who seems to have been found without 
great difficulty by the newspaper man. Rava- 
chol declared that the object of the Anarchists 
was to terrorize the judicial authorities and so 
to work upon their fears as to prevent them 
from condemning the members of the party 
who fall into the clutches of the law. He said 
that the Anarchists had in their possession a 
sufficient quantity of dynamite to blow up the 
house of every French official. 

The Figaro says that M. Girard, an expert in 
explosives, declares that melinite is the only 
article that would have caused such destruction 
as is witnessed in Rue Clichy. The question 
arises as to how the Anarchists found out the 
secret of its manufacture, so jealously guarded 
by the Government. 


Ferry asked urgeney for a bill providing that 
damage done to private property by dynamite 
explosions be met by the State. Premier 
Loubet declined to commit the Government to 
such acourse. The motion for urgenoy was re- 
jeoted by a vote of 252 to 254. 

M. Camille Dreyfus gave notice of his inten- 
tion to make a motion that the Government re- 
sume the sole right to manufacture dynamite. 

The Chamber, without debate, passed the Dill 
relative to inflicting the death penalty on any 
person or persons convicted of having destroyed 
property by means of explosives. A clause was 
added to the bill exempting from the punish- 
ment provided by the measure persons who 
gave information whereby the guilty parties 
were brought to justice, even though the in- 
formers were accessory before the fact, pro- 
vided that they informed the authorities before 
the crime was committed. 

TrixsTrk, March 28.—Two persons who were 
disembarking here from a steamer from Con- 
stantinople were arrested for having in their 
possession a quantity of dynamite. 

MADRID, March 28.—It is reported that a 
quantity of dynamite has been stolen from the 
Malaga Arsenal. * 





ABANDONED BY THE KAISER.

THE PRIMARY EDUCATION BILL HAS 
BEEN WITHDRAWN. 


BERLIN, March 28.—Before the regular busi- 
ness of the day was considered in the lower 
house of the Prussian Diet to-day, Count von 
Eulenburg, the newly-appointed President of 
the Prussian Council, made a statement, in 
which he justified the separation of the Im- 
perial Chancellorship from the Presidency of 
the Prussian Ministry. He pointed out thatthe 
burden of work involved by the union of the 
two posts was beyond the powers of one man. 
Continuing, Count von Eulenburg said that, 
in view of the fact that the disoussion of the 
Primary Education bill had created serious and 
hitherto unreconciled differences in the Diet 
and in committee, and also in the country at 
large, and as no satisfactory result could be ex- 
pected at present, the Government refrained 
trom insisting upon the further consideration 
of the bili. But, he added, the Government re- 
served to itself the right to decide when and in 
what form the matter would again be taken up 
without overstepping the limits of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Count von Eulenbureg’s statement was re- 
ceived with mingled cheers and hisses by the 
members, Nearly all the Ministers, with the 
exception of Chancellor von Caprivi, were pres- 
ent. 

After informing the lower house of the Diet 
as to the withdrawal of the Primary Education 
bill, Count von Eulenburg went to the chamber 
ofthe upper house, where he made a similar 
statement. 

The air is filled with reports of intending 
resignations of officials. One report current in 
Parliamentary cirolés in that Dr. von Boet- 
ticher, Secretary of the Imperial Home Oiflice 
and Representative of the Chancellor, is about 
to resign the posts held by him in order to be- 
come Governor of Hesse-Nassau. The Freisin- 
nige Zeitung, however, says that Minister von 
Boetticher will remain at his post, the Emperor 
refusing to accept his resignation. 

The National Zeitung to-day says that it is 
rumored that Herr Karl Heinrich von Heyden- 
Cadow, Prussian Minister of Agriculture, 
Domains, and Forests, wiil resign, and that 
Count von Eulenburg will take that post. 

Dr. Miquel, Minister of Finance, who had an 
audience with the Emperor yesterday, has been 
designated the future Vice President of tho 
Prussian Ministry. 





NEW-YORK’S RELIEF SHIP. 
THE MISSOURI SIGNALED OFF THE 
SCILLY ISLANDS YESTERDAY. 


Lonpon, March 28.—The British steamer 
Missouri, Capt. Finley, which sailed from New- 
York March 15 for Libau via Deptford with a 
cargo of flour and meal for the relief of the Rus- 
sian famine sufferers, was signaled off the 
Scilly Islands to-day. 

8ST. PETERSBURG, March 28.—The Commis- 
sioner who is arranging for the distribution of 
the flour and grain sent from America for the 
relief of the suffering peasants in Russia, has 
written a letter requesting that seed grain be 
sent from America. This, he says, will prove 
invaluable to the peasants. 

At Mr. Murphy’s suggostion the kitchens in 
the distressed provinces at which the American 
Ttood will be distributed will be named after the 
States from which the food came. 

The committee formed for the purpose of 
providing relief for the children of the famine- 
stricken peasants of this country, has reported 
that, in many of the districts where the famine 
prevails,the children are so poorly nourished 
that they are too feeble to undertake the long 
walk,which in many instances requires an hour’s 
time to accomplish, to the schools where soup 
is doled out to those who make «pplication. 

It was found during the investigations that 
the children, when nothing in the ferm of food 
could be obtained, were in the habit of greedily 
eating whatever rags fell into their possession 
and quantities of earth. 

Many of the teachers employed in the schools 
in these districts are also in a famishing con- 
dition. They have received no salary since last 
Autumn, and their only means of support 
being thus cut oif they are in almost as miser- 
able a state as the children.

Detroit, Mich., March 28.—Ex-Postmaster 
General Dickinson, who returned yesterday 
from an absence of several weeks, was seen at 
his residence by a Free Press representative and 
asked for some expression concerning the im- 
pressions of the politioal situation that he gath- 
ered while away. 

“T visited New-York, Washington, and Boston 
during my absence,” said Mr, Dickinson, “met 
alarge number of men prominent in politics, 
and think I understand the situation pretty 
clearly. It is very generally believed in Wash- 
ington that Mr. Hill has ceased to be evena 
possibility as a Presidential candidate, and his 
recent trip South has had the effect of injuring 
his cause. His speeches while there have come 
far from increasing his strengthin the South. 
The alarm that was felt by many Southern 
Democrats immediately after the midwinter 
convention in New- York has been entirely dissi- 
pated, and the South is declaring itself most 
heartily for Cleveland. 

“The men who advocated at a certain 
juncture the nomination of a Western man At 
the head of the Democratic ticket have been led 
to see the impossibility during the present un- 
settied state of the ourrency question of varry- 
ing New-York, New-Jeraey, Connecticut, Wis- 
consin, Massachusetts, and New-Hampshire 
with a Western man, and the belief has steadily 

rown that the man who can carry those States 
s Grover Cleveland. Mr. Cleveland is to-day 
50,000 votes stronger in New-Yerk State than 
he ever was before. He enjoys the absolute 
confidence of the business men in both parties 
there, who feel that with him at the head of 
affairs the country would be safe.

He was born in Ireland, but his. early years 
were spent in Birmingham, England, and he 
made his iirst appearance, when a lad, on 
the English variety stage. He came to this 
country in 1871, and played first to an Ameri- 
can audience at Fox's Theatre in Philadelphia. 
He was a very popular Irish variety performer 


for a number of years, singing and dancing well, 
and rejoicing inarich brogue. Six years ago he 
began starring in a play called ‘‘ Pat’s Ward- 
robe.” Heissaidto have made much money 
out of it. This season he had anew play, “ Lord 
Rooney,” and he appeared last at Norristown, 
Penn., on Thursday. 

Rooney leaves a wife and five children. A 
daughter. Mattie, was in his company anda 
atepdaughter, Katie, is playing in the West 
with “Irish Neighbors.” He was a member of 
the Elks and several other organizations. He 
will be buried on Thureday from his residence.

PAINTINGS AND DESIGNS FOR 
BOOKS, 


—_———~. 

The pretty interior of the Aldine Club in 
Lafayette Place is quite changed so far as the 
drawing-room floor isconcerned. The walls are 
hung with a loan collection of paintings and 
water colors, while showcases on trestles cover 
the floors filled with books published recently in 
New-York, and in Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Chicago, too. The Aldine is the special club for 
publishers, and they have responded to the 
Committee on Literature and Art with 
@ will The exhibition, which lasts till 
midnight on Thursday, is one of “oil 
and water-color paintings loaned by New- 
York artists; also, of modern cloth and 
leather book covers and original designs there- 
for.” The catalogue is a dainty bit of press- 
work, with a frontispiece taken from Harding’s 
etching of the bookbinder and virtuoso, Roger 
Payne of London, (1739-97,) published in 
March, 1800, atthe expense of Thomas Payne. 


The bibliophile is shown in ragged coat and 
torn trousers putting a bound volume in the 
clamps of a press. 

A score of oi) paintings cover the walls of the 
larger drawing room, and a baker’s dozen of 
water colors hang in the small parlor. Worth- 
ington Whittredge’s “Seconnet Point, Rhode 
Island,” and George H. Smillie’s “‘ Autumn Days 
at Marblehead Neck” are large and handsome 
shore views. Mr. Smillie also contributes 
“Gray Day in Connecticut.” From Edgar M. 
Ward come two figures of workingmen, ‘‘ The 
Gunsmith,” a man etanding with the light 
of two windows falling on him and a gun 
in his hands, and “The Boat Builder,’’ 
an older man, also at work by his bench. 
J. ©. Nioolllends two marines, “ Sunset” and 
“Near the Wreck.” There is a landscape by J. 
B. Bristol, and 8, J. Guy lends the half length of 
@ young wowan with the French flag which he 
calls “* Burning of the Bastille.” Oneof the most 
successful figures by E. Wood Perry is here; it 
is called “ Ave Maria,” and is the figure of a 
comely young girl at prayer. He also shows 
an interior with ‘‘Mother and Child.” “ Cakes 
and Wine” and “The Knitting Lesson” 
are the contributions of President Wood of the 
National Academy. From George H. MoCord 
there is a view of boats at low tide tn the docks 
of Bridgewater, England, and from W. H. Beard 
a fanciful scene of old women riding broom- 
sticks through the clouds, called ‘‘ The Witches 
of Fife.” The marine painter M. F. H. de Haas 
contributes a really admirable piece of surf and 
spray in “ Rocks Near Portland.” Inlandscenes 
comprise a very creditable Autumnal! landscape 
by W. 8. Horton and a pleasing view from the 
Adirondacks by R. Shurtleff. Among the 
water colors is a good landscape by Kruseman 
van Etten, ‘‘ Homeward Bound.” 

The largest exhibit of book covers is made by 
D. Appleton & Co., followed closely by Charles 
Scribner's Sons and Harper & Brothers. Hough- 
ton, Miffitn & Co., Dodd, Mead & Co., Cas- 
sell & Co, E, P. Dutton & Co., Henry 
Holt & Co., Macmillan of England, Little, 
Brown & Co. of Boston, McClurg of Chicago, 
Lippincott of Philadelphia, A. D. fF. Randolph & 
Co., and the F. A. 8tokes Company compete with 
one anotherin beautifuland dainty designs. Each 
cover represents many hours of anxious thought 
on the part of artist, manager of art department, 
and publisher. In the cases are the books them- 
selves in all their colors and gilding; against 
the wall are the original designs. No one who 
examines these book covers with care can fail 
to learn something in the way of taste, and none 
can escape the conclusion that our publishers 
have made a great stride forward in the artis- 
tic quality of their wares considered merely as 
problems in bookmaking. 





THE THROCKMORTON SENTENCE. 


WHAT THE PUNISHMENT, AS MITI- 


GATED, AMOUNTS TO. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Officeras of the army, 
in commenting on the commutation of Major 
Throckmorton’s sentence from dismissal to sus- 
pension from rank and command, with loss of 
one-half pay, for five years, say the Majorshould 
consider himself fortunate, as the only sentence 
a@ court-martial can impose under the law upon 
conviction of the charge of “ conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman ” is dismissal. 

The President, in passing upon the findings of 
the court, took into consideration the Major's ex- 
cellent war record. The punishment is not so se- 
vere as it would have been if he were an officer 
of cavalry or infantry instead of artillery. Pro- 
motion is very slow in the artillery, there being 
but five regiments, having five Colonels, five 
Lieutenant Colonels, and fifteen Majors. Major 
Throckmorton stands number five upon the list 
of Majors, and during the five yeara’ term of his 
sentence officers above him in rank will be re- 
tired as follows: Col. John Mendenhall, July 
29, 1893; Lieut. Col. Richard H. Jackson, July 
14, 1894; Col. Loomis L. Langdon, Oot. 25, 
1894; Col. La Rhett L. Livingston, Feb. 12, 
1895; Col. Henry W. Closson, June 6, 1896, and 
Lieut. Col. Richard Loder, Oct. 29, 1896. 

The officers named will be retired, as stated, 
under the provisions of law. It is Impossiple 
to tell what casualties may occur during the 
five years to further affect the Major’s status. 
Without casualties the Major would have been 

romoted a Lieutenant Colonel June 6, 1896, 
nstead of which six of his juniors will have 
passed him, and he will not have another op- 
portunity for promotion until Col. William M. 
Graha:n retires, Sept. 28, 1898. 

In addition to the loss of rank, the Major will 
be further punished by baving this mark [ stand 
against his name after the first junior goes 
above him as long as he remains in active serv- 
ice, which denotes an anomalous position by 
sentence of a general court-martial. 


AN ARMY PROMOTION. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The name of Major 
John H. Belcher of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment of the army will be erased from the active 
list April 2 and placed upon the retired list 
“for age.” The resultant promotion will be 


that of Capt. John Simpson of Ohio, criginally 
appointed a Second Lieutenant of the Fourth 
Artillery, Aug. 17, 1867.

Neue SCUEME TO GIVE LEAVES TO EN- 

GRAVING AND PRINTING BUREAU 
EMPLOYES—INDEFINITE EXTENSION 
OF THE PRIVILEGE FEARED. 


WasnHINGToN, March 28.—When the bill to 
allow thirty days’ leave of absence to employes 
in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing came 
up in the Senate to-day much opposition was 
made to it. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., Ohio,) and Mr. Hale (Rep., 
Me.,) voiced this in stating that the old rule, 
and the good one, was to give furloughs to men 
in regular permanent employment under the 
Government, but there was no reason why men 
on piece work should be allowed vacations at 
the Nation’s expense. That the privilege had 
deen given to the employes of the Government 
Printing Office was no reason for its further ex- 
tension. If the system was extended, no one 
could know where it would stop. 

The argument of those in favor of the bill was 
that it would correct the abuse which had pre- 
vailed of the heads of departments giving an- 


nual leaves of thirty, sixty, ninety days or 
longer to fuvored clerks and refusing the privi- 
lege to others. The usual arguments, that it 
was in the interest of workingmen, were also 
made by Mr. Petfer, (¥. A., Kan.)

LEGISLATION FOR THE COURTS. 
Senator Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) to-day reported 
from the Judiciary Committee a bill amendatory 
of the act of the last Congress to establish a 
Circuit Court of Appeals and to define the juris- 
diction of United States courts. The bill pro- 


poses some amendments to that part of the act 
relative to the jurisdiction of courts, which may 
be summed up as follows: ' 

Inthe case of appeals of writs of error from Dis- 
trict or Circuit Courts to the Supremes Coart it 
limits the cases that may be so appealed to capital 
crimes and cases where the defendant may be 
sentenced to a fine of $5,0U0 or upward or imprison- 
quent for more than one year. Provision is made for 
the transfer from the Supreme Court docket to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals pending cases subject to 
trausfer under the proposed law. Another amend. 
ment prohibits appeals to the Courtof Claims under 
the Indian Depredation act, except where the cases 
involve construction of the Constitution, the validity 
ol e treaty, or the constitutionality of a law. 

Another amendment limits appeals from the Court 
of Private Land Claims to questions of law arising 
under the pleadings and judgment or toa special 
finding of fact by the lower court. Still another 
amendment relates to appeals frem the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, which are limited 
4o cases involving the jurisdiction of the court,

Senator Hoar also introduced a bill to amend 
the act facilitating the disposition of cases in 
the United States Supreme Court. It provides 
thatit shall be lawful for the courta of the 
United States to enforce payment of judgments 
therein, aud executions thereon, recovered 
against municipalities by writs in aid thereof, 
directed to and commanding their Marshals to 
levy taxes within such municipalities for that 
purpose. Other sections are:

guthoriiy of such municipality at least thirty days 

prior io the application tor such writ, and thatthere 
hen exists iu such municipality or eisewhere no 
officer having power to levy laxes in order to obtain 
each payment. 

Src. 3. Such writ shall contain directions made by 
the courtirom which it shail issue directing the 
mode of such levy and the proceedings thereurder, 
andin making such directions said court shall con- 
Zorm as closely as possible, according to their disore. 
tion, as to mode of assignment, levy, notice, and sale, 
to the laws regulating the ordinary assessment, levy, 
aud collection of taxes on such municipality.

A coin- 
mercial traveler, inthe meaning of the Dill, is 
any one who travels for a wholesale house or 
manufactory. 

Senator laddook, (Rep., Neb.,) to-day intro- 
duced a bill creating the office of Commissioner 
ot Forestry, with a salary of $4,000 a year. 
The Commissioner is to have jurisdiction over 
all forestry reservations, and is to have a corps 
of assistants to carry out any regulations which 
he may make for their government. Penalties 
are prescribed for infractions of the regula- 
tions, and $500,000 is appropriated for carrying 
out the provisions of the bill. 

The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
Tency to-day authorized a favorabie report on

n the hands of a receiver, the Controller of the 
Ourrency sball call ao weeting of the stock- 
holders to determine whether the receiver shall 
be continued to wind up its affairs or whether 
ap agent shall be elected for that purpose. 

At the request of the House Committee on 
Patents, Gen. Berdan of this city has prepared 
@ bill, and to-day submitted it te the committee, 
supported by oral argument, to equalize the 
cost of patents to inventors in the United 
Siates and in foreign countries. 

in his argument Gen. Berdan said that in 
England.a patent cost about $800 and runs 
fourteen years, while in this couutry a patent 
can be had for $35 and runs for seventeen years, 
Gen. Berdan said that many English inventors 
tovk out patents in this country, as well as at 
home, and he asserted thut they should be 
charged the sanie for taking out a patent in the 
United States that it costs them in England.

MAKING GREAT PROGRESS. 


ORGANIZING CITY: DISTRICTS FOR THE 
MAY CONVENTION MOVEMENT. 


The work of organizing the various Assembly 
districts in this city in behalf of the May con- 
vention movement is progressing with very 
satisfactory rapidity. There are now headquar- 
ters in the Twenty-fourth, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-first, Nineteenth, Fourth, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-third Assembly Districts, and the 
general headquarters on Fourteenth Street, near 
Irving Place, are to be used as district head- 
quarters by the Third, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, 
and Seventeenth Assembly Districts.

MARBLE CHEAPER THAN WOOD. 


MR. GOOD LEARNS LESSONS ON A TRIP 
TO ITALY. 


John Good, the well-known rope and twine 
manufacturer of this city, who went to Italy in 
January to look into the possibilities of estab- 
lishing a rope and twine mill at Castel-a-Mare, 
on the Bay of Naples, returned to this country 
on the Majesticlast week. Mr. Good said yes- 
terday that he found his plans would have to be 
modified on account of an unexpected obstacle. 
All of his drawings had been made on the pre- 
sumption that the buildings required would be 
built of wood, but he found that marble was 
cheaper than wood in the land of macaron!, It 


became necessary, therefore, to alter his plans, 
and so his factory willnot be in working order 
until next all. 

Mr. Good also says that he learned a lesson in 
political economy in bis sojourn in London, 
where he established a mill some time ago. 
That lesson is that the cheap labor of Kurope 
cannot compete with the dearer labor of this 
country in the production of goods. In other 
words, lie discovered that, with the same num- 
ber of laborers, his London mill could not turn 
out as large a product as the same plant could 
in this country. Consequently, he eays that, in- 
etead of binding twine being imported into this 
country in the future, it will be exported. 

In response to a question as to the statas of 
the negotiations for merging his works here 
with the plants of the National Cordage Com- 
pany, Mr. Good said that complications had 
urisen in his absence which threatened to hold 
the negotiations in abeyance if not to terminate 
them altogether. These complications were the 
rumored intention of the United States authori- 
ties to institute legal proceedings to dissolve 
the National Cordage Company.

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HILLS STEAL IN GEORG 
HYBRID CONVENTION OF 
POLE COUNTY.

IT IN NO SENSE REPRESENTED THE 
DEMOCRATS OF THE 8ECTION—THE 
THIRD PARTY THREATENS TO RE- 
PEAT THE GAME IN OTHER COUNTIES. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 28.—The action of the 
Polk County Democratic Convention in adopt- 
ing the Ocala platform, indorsing Congressman 
Watson, electing delegates to the Democratic 
State Convention, and then adjourning to reas- 
sembie as a third party convention, is the talk 
of the State to-day. The question arises 
whether the Alliance and third party people are 
going to play that game generally throughout 
the State. The Atlanta Hera/d, commenting on 
the affair, calls upon the true Democrats of 
Polk to “send a contesting delegation” to the 
State Convention, and thus reviews the work of 
Saturday’s convention. 


“The mass meeting that selected delegates to the 
State Convention which meets on May 13, for the 
purpose of naming deiegates to Chicagu, was one of 
the most flagraut procedures that ever been 
kuown in the history of Georgia. The meeting as- 
sembled in answer to the cali of Major Joe Blauce, 
who, though a declared People’s Party man, con- 
tinued to act as Chairman of the Democratic Execu- 
live Committee until this outrage was perpetrated, 
aud then personally took part in the organization of 
a People’s Party movement 

“It was essentially a People’s Party meeting, s0 
intense, in fact, that the temporizing resolutions of 
Col. J. K. Barton did not suit the sentiment of the 
crowd, and shared the fate of the straight-ont Demo. 
cratic resolution of Mr. John Lumpkin, who clearly 
does not belong to the trimmers that now hamper 
the wy in this State. 

“ Mr. Lumpkin’s resolution simply stated ‘that we, 
as Democrats, reaflirm our approval of the platforms 
of the National Democratic Conventions of 1884 and 
1888 and pledge our hearty support of the Demo- 
cratic nominees of the Democratic Convention to 
meet in Chicago in June next.’

“7. That we believe that the Congress of the United 
States should submit an amendment to the Consti- 
tution providing for tbe election of President and 
Senators by the direct vote of the people of each

“after adopting the foregoing resolutions, the meet- 
ing selected a delegation to the Atlanta Convention 
headed by the President of the Polk County Alliance. 
It is claimed that this delegation is avowedlly for 
Hill. If the friends of this politician, who is be- 
coming notorious for his questionable tactics, hope 
to gain any favor from tlhe reck-ribbed Democracy 
ot Georgia by such steala, they will be a badly dis- 
appointed crowd when the voice of Georgia is heard.

With this lively beginning, the contest for 
delegates to the State Convention promises in- 
teresting results. The Washington County third 
party, unlike their Polk County brethren, have 
resolved to have nothing to do with Democratic 
meetings. In’ the majority of counties, how- 
ever, there will be a scramble as to who can fill 
the Court House first. 





GOTTSCHALK’S VICTIMS 1N OOURT. 

About forty poor women, mostly Germans, 
crowded Judge Martine’s court yesterday morn- 
ing, having come in hopes of getting money 
out of which they had been swindled by Bruno 
M. Gottschalk several months ago. Their ex- 
pectations were ill founded, but it was hard 
work for the court officers to make them believe 
it, and they protested so strongly against leav- 
ing that the business of the court was dclayed 
about an hour. 

Gottschalk managed what he called an agency 
for the sale of European bonds, most of which 
purported to be Austrian, Italian, or Servian, in 
the Lincoin Building, 1 and 3 Union Square. He 
sold the bonds on the inatallment plan, and em- 

loyed among others as collectors Kk. Weis and 
trax Merchsl. From them he obtained several 
hundred dollars apiece as surety for their fair 
dealing, and then he ran away to Chicago. He 
was arrested there, indicted, and brought to 
this city. Weis, who is one o7 the complainants 
against Gottschalk, got the impression that his 
cose was to come on yesterday before Judge 
Martine, and that it would be a good idea to 
have plenty of witnesses on hand. #o he wrote 
postal cards to many of the persons whom 
Gottschalk had induced to subscribe telling 
them to go to court.

A TRIP TROUGH SUNNY SPAIN. 


OPENING OF THE STODDARD LENTEN 
MATINEES AT DALY’S. 


John L. Stoddard was welcomed back to 
Daly’s Theatre by an audience which packed 
the house to the doors when he appeared yes- 
terday morning to open his annual series of 
Lenten lectures. It was the same brilliant au- 
dience which has characterized his receptions 
for many years, and was lavish in its applause 
ofthe speaker and the pictures which he dis- 
played to illustrate his vivid description of 


travel in “Sunny Spain.” The lecture was one 
which has been delivered here before, but it was 
embellished with several new scenes, and much 
new material had been added, so that it proved 
as interesting as an entirely new one would 
have done. 

Starting from France, Mr. Stoddard made the 
passage of the Pyrenees with his audience, 
conducting them through magnificent mount- 
ain svenery to the Maladetta, “the cursed 
mountain,” on the threshhoid of Spain. The 
baths of Panticosta were visited, the sulphur 
springs described in the lecturer’s peculiariy- 
humorous manner, and a halt was made at 
Cordova, the wonderful mosque of which, with 
ite forest of tor and porphyry, was explored 
with the aid of a number of remarkably 
fine photographs. Beautiful Seville, the 
pride of every Spaniard, was then visited, 
and here the traveler lingered long enough 
to attend a bull fight, the great national 
“sport” of Spain, which was described in a 
vividly realistic manner and in Mr. S8toddard’s 
best style. Granada and the Alhambra vrought 
the tour to an end, and the historical story 
closed with a description of the departure of 
the Moors from Spain, turning their backs for- 
ever on the magnificent architectural monu- 
ments which their genius had reared. 

This lecture, which is one of the most interest- 
ing ever delivered in this city, will be repsated 
this morning as the firet of Course B, and 
again to-morrow for the beginning of Course 
©. The second lecture of Course A, which 
is entirely new, will be given Thursday morn- 
ing, the subject being ‘* Mexico, from the Rio 
Grande to the Capital’? The lecture begins 
promptly at 11 o’clock each morning, and 
nobody will be seated after the lights are turned 
down. {t has been found necessary to make 
this a strict rule in order not to disturb the 
audience and interfere with the proper delivery 
of the lecture. Single seats for eitherof the 
lectures can be secured at the box office on the 
morning of delivery. 





RETAIL GROCERS’ INTERESTS. 

The New-York Retail Grocers’ Union held its 
regular meeting last night at 218 East Twenty- 
third Street. H. L. Dreyer presided. A very 
satisfactory report from L. J. Callanan of the 
Food and Health Exhibition was read. A com- 
mittee, consisting of H. Rohra, H. Middendorf, 
Cc.

TWO BROTHERS INSANE.

ONE PASTOR NOT ENOUGH. 

The Rev. T. Heisig of the First Baptist 
Chureh, Jersey City, read a paper on “* Cen- 
tralization and Specialization in Church Work” 
at the meeting of Baptist ministers in the 
Tabernacle, Second Avenue and Tenth Street, 
yesterday morning. His theory was that min- 


isters had their specialties as well as other 
mortals, and that, as things were now, one man 
Was expected to combine altogether too many 
qualities. He thought every church should 
have more than one minister, and several if 
necessary. The man who made an excellent 
preacher, he contended, was not infrequently 
the man whese parish work was most com- 
plained of. There should be one man to preach, 
another to attend to the social duties which are 
required of a pastor, anda third to undertake 
the business responsibility of the position. 
Altbough the greater number of his hearers 
agreed with Mr. Heisig. some objected that the 
plan was impracticable on the ground that 
there would be constant friction between the 
different clergymen of the same church. 





POLICE OFFICERS TESTIFY. 

The Grand Jury yesterday continued its inves- 
tigation of the delinquencies of the police in 
respect to violations of the excise laws and the 
maintenance of disorderly houses. The Rev. 
Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst was again before the 
jury for a short time to furnish new material or 
give new direction to ita inquiries. 

The witnesses from the Police Department 
examined were Commissioner Martin, Capt. 
Ryan of the Fifteenth Precinct, and two of his 
men, Policemen James I. U’Connell and Leo- 
pold Zerkell. Capt. Ryan was before the jury 
on Saturday. Commissioner Martin told the 
Grand Jury that the police suppressed evil re-

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PAINTERS HURLED TO THE STREET. 


THEIR PLATFORM STRUCK BY AN ELE- 
VATED RAILROAD TRAIN. 


Two painters were at work yesterday on a 
swinging platform at 269 Pearl Street, when 
the platform was struck by an elevated railroad 
train, and both men were hurled to the street. 
Oxre, August Duden, thirty-eight years old,of Gold 
and Sands Streets, Brooklyn, died shortly after- 
ward at the Chambers Street Hospital, and the 
other, M. Benedict Lobigan, aged twenty-eight 
yeara, of 886 Madison Street, was taken to the 
hospital with a shattered knee cap. 

The warehouse 29 Pearl Street is at the 
northwest corner of Fulton Street, and the ele- 
vated railroad structure extends to within three 
feetof thefrontof the building. Two weeks 
ago painters began operations on the building, 
using aswinging platform two feet wide, sus- 
pended from the eaves. They worked several 
days without an accident by strapping their 


platform to the window sill, and thus keeping it 
tight against the wall. Bad weather caused the 
men to knook off work, and it was not resumed 
till yesterday, when new men were sent to com- 
plete the job. They were cautioned by the 
agent of the building to hold their scaffold close 
to the wall while trains were passing. 

The men worked four hours safely, then a 
train came along drawn by Engine No. 226. It 
passed the scaffold all right and stopped at the 
station. On starting the overhanging edge of 
the roof of the last car brushed againat the scaf- 
fold, which was on a level with it, and set it 
swinging, then knocked it agaiust the wall of 
the building and gave it another and more vio- 
lentswing. Lobigan was at the end of the plat- 
form furthest from Fulton Street. It was 
knocked from under him and he fell to the 
street, but escaped with a bad fright and shock 
and a shatteredknee. Duden was knocked from 
the platform and dropped into an areaway just 
around the corner on Fulton Street. He re- 
ceived a compound fracture of the right leg. 
a fracture at the base of the skull, and 
& punctured wound of the thigh. He and Lobi- 
gan were taken to the Chambers Street Hosp!- 
tal and Duden died soon after his arrival. Lobi- 
an was unconscious for some time, but the 
doctors said that his condition was not serious. 

Theengineer of the train, Edwin Babcock, 
fifty-two years old, of 2,086 Third Avenue, was 
arrested and taken before Police Justice Duffy 
at the Tombs, who sent him to the Coroners’ 
office, where Coroner Levy paroled him to ap- 
pear atthe inquest. The agent of the building 
269 Pearl Street said that the accident was due 
entirely to the carelessness of the painters, 





AN OLD WOMAN ROBBED. 

Mrs. Susan A. Prise, an aged woman who lives 
near New-Springville, 8. I., discovered Sunday 
afternoon that she had been robbed of over 
$500 which she kept in a bureau drawer in her 
room. Suspicion fell upon young men who had 
been at her house on Saturday. Irving Van 
Horne, aged twenty-three years; Walter Pick- 
ney, aged thirteen years, and Andrew Robin- 
son, colored, aged eighteen years, all of Port 
Richmond, were arrested, and about $270 was 
found ontheir persons, together with a lot of 
watches and jewelry purchased in this city 
Sunday morning. The thieves gave a number 
of their boy frienda a liberal portion of their 
plunder, and nearly $100 in addition was recov- 
ered from four boys.

THE BILL TO GIVE THE EAST RIVER GAS 
COMPANY PRIVILEGES IN NEW-YORK. 


Secretary Holly sent yesterday the following 
letter to Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, Speaker liush, 
and Senator W. L. Brown and Assemblyman 
Webster, Chairman of the Cities Committee: 


“I have the honor, by direction of the Mayor, tocall 
your attention to the provisions of Assembly bill No. 
1,451, introduced by Mr. Byrne, allowing the East 
River Gas Company of Long Isiand City to turnish 
gas in New-York City. 

“The bill has several objectionable features and 
confers extraordinary powers, while providing fora 
minimum of supervision by the local authorities. It 
is especially objectionable in view of the fact that it 
confers powers to tear up pavements and make 
street openipgs to an extent that would be most 
detrimental to the interests of the citizens of New- 
York. Large sums of money have been expended in 
recent years in pavements for this city, and every- 
thing possible snould be done to prevent this new 
pavement from being disturbed. 

“ The same objections obtain in relation to the pro- 
visions of the Dill empowering the East Kiver Gas 
Company tw supply electricity in the City of New- 
York, whether by means of subway conductors or 
overhead wires. If the act should pass, the company 
named would acquire apna franchises, and 
pe nm beyond the control of any powers of the city 
otticials of New-York, and exceeding those held by 
any of the companies already existing under fran- 
chises granted by the looal authorities. This bill 
would subvert the acts creating an: giving authority 
to the Board of Electrical Control; it would invite 
the creation of other companies foreign to the City of 
New-York for the purpose of entering upon the ter- 
ritory of the city; it would give this company and 
anch other companies powers in relation to the con 
demnation of property that are unexampled, anid it 
is violently antagonistic w the principles of home 
r ”

FIVE CURRENTS KILLED HIM

MURDERER JERBMIAH COTTO DIES: 
IN THE ELECTRIC CHAIR.

YHE VICTIM SEEMED TO HAVE SUF- 
FERED DEATH WITHOUT PAIN— 
PRIESTS ATTEND HIM THE 
DEATH CHAMBER. 


Sing SING, March 28.—Jeremiah Cotto, an 
Italian, who stabbed to death a fellow-country- 
man, Frank L. Frankeloso, in Brooklyn, last 
Summer, paid the death penalty to-day in the 
electric chair. The execution took place in the 
death chamber of Sing Sing Prison and under 
the recent law, which allows the presence of 
newspaper nen. In most particulars the execu- 
tion was conducted like those which have pre- 
viously been had under the presentlaw. The 
same machinery which has done duty six times 
before at Sing Sing was used, with slight modi- 
fications suggested by experience. 

Cotto’s intellect was of alow order. His char- 
acter, as shown by his own confessions, was 
rowardly. He went to the death chair appar- 
ently not appreciating his situation. Fivetimes 
a current of 1,600 volts was sent through him 
before he was pronounced dead. 

Some of the witnesses had reached the prison 
the night before and others began to arrive on 
the early morning trains. About sunrise armed 
guards were placed infrontof the prison, and 
during the forenoon they walked Ghana down 
before the stone steps at the entrance. A small 
crewd of villagers gathered in the road that 
runs past the institution and watched closely 
every movement of those within. 

Quite early Head Keeper Connaughton went 
to the murderer’s cell and found him up, sitting 
on his cot, his eyes on the crucifix, and repeat- 
ing prayers. He had slept about six hours and 
was calm He ate alittle breakfast, and then 
put on the new black suit which he was to wear 
butonce. The Rev. Father Milo came at about 
8 o’clock and remained with Cotto until he 
entered the death room. Father Seraphino de 
Sancti came a half hour before the fatal shock, 
and he too remained until the end. Under the 
eonsolations which the priests offered 
him Cotto’s nerves, which had been weak- 
ening the night before, grew strong, and 
as his time on earth grew shorter he seemed 
to be in better spirits. When the guard asked 
him if he had anythingin the pockets of his old 
puit, he said, with something like a smile: 
“Yes, $10,000.” Soon after that the head 
keeper told him he must be ready to go to the 


death chamber in half an hour. He made no 
reply, but knelt with the priests. 

in the prison office the witnesses waited while 
Warden Brown and the electrical experts went 
to the death chamber and tested the machinery. 
Two groupes of incandescent burners were 
placed in the electrical circuit, one on the 
chair, the other above the switchboard. The 
connections were made and the signals given to 
the man in the dynamoroom. The lights shoue 
and the index on the meter showed a voltage of 
1,700. Everything was ready. Warden Brown 
sent away all visitors who had no invitation to 
the death chamber and headed the march down 
through the corridors. Twenty-seven low stools 
were placed about the execution room and the 
Warden, standing at the door and taking up tke 
invitations, asked all to be seated. The door 
was then locked. ‘‘Open the windows,” said 
the Warden, and as the guards let down the 
white cloth curtains the sun shone in and the 
dismal place had a more cheerful look. 

The witnesses were Dr. John G. Johnson, 
Brooklyn; Dr. Frank Abbott, Jr., Dr. John H. 
Billings, New-York; Dr. R. T. Irving, the prison

Principal Keeper Connaughton andthe guards 
left the room at 10:43 o’clook, going through the 
short, dark passageway to the celiroom for the 
murderer. in two minutes the death procession 
returned Connaughton came first. Behind 
him were the priests chanting, one in Latin and 
the other in Italian, “ Lord Jesus, have mercy.” 
Between them, supported by the > guards, 
was the wretched Cotto. His hair had been 
closely cropped and his face shaved. His face 
was flushed, and wore a look of utter indiffer- 
ence to his surroundings rather than of fearor an- 
guish. He looked up at the sunshine that struck 
the wall above the ohairand then at the chair, 
and his look never changed. Once ortwice only 
after entering the room he responded to the 
priests. He was half lifted to the chair by the 
guards, while the priests knelt before him. Ap- 
parently he was half dead then. 

It required forty-seven seconds to strap his 
legs and arms to the chair and adjustthe elec- 
trodes. The old method of adjustment was fol- 
lowed in his case—one on the head and one on 
the calf of the right leg. The applications to 
the hands had not proved satisfactory in Mc- 
Elvain’s case. Water bags, to which rubber 
tubes were connected, hung above the chair, 
and little streams kept trickling down upon the 
sponges in the electrodes’ A leather strap held 
the murderer’s head back against the chair and 
partially hid his face from the witnesses. 

Warden Brown looked at the straps a second 
or two, and then gave the signal to Klectrician 
Davis, who stood at the switchvoard. He pushed 
the little lever. Asif startied by some sudden 

pain, the man in the chair leaped against the 
strape. The eyes began to close and the face 
began to turn red, while the muscles of the 
nanda, legs, and body were rigid. The only 
sound that was heard was a sudden expulsion of 
breath when the shock came. There was no 
change in the expression of the face, no twitch- 
ing, pot a gasp or a contortion. The meter 
showed that the electric current was rush- 
ing through the circuit at « pressure 
of 1.680 volts, and the resistance of 
the body was such that the gauge 
showed seven amperes. This, the electrician 
said, indicated a force equivalent to about four- 
teen horse power. For twelve seconds the cur- 
rent was on. When Timekeeper Abbott gave 
the signal toturn it off, and the switch was 
turned, the man in the chair collapsed. The 
eyes were closed, snd there was no movement 
that could be seen. After three seconds the 
current wasturned on again. Again Cotto 
leaped against the straps. The face began to 
turn redder, and at the end of twelve seconds 
more it was purple. Again the current was 
turned off, and another collapse followed. Twice 
again the shock was repeated, until in all the 
shock had lasted forty-eight seconds. Then Dr. 
Irving put his ear to the body. He said he could 
hear a fiuttering of the heart. Dr. Abbott 
listened and could also hear it. The current 
Was again turned on and allowed to run until 
from the places where the electrodes touched 
little clouds of steam arose, accompanied by a 
hissing sound. The face had turned almost

10:48:03. The time of the last contact was not 
taken. The average voitage for the four con- 
tacts was 1,600 volte. 

Presently a table was brought to the execu- 
tion room and the body undressed and prepared 
for the autopsy, which was conducted by Drs. 
Irvine and Abbott. Across the forehead, 
Where the electrode had been, and upon 
the leg there were large patches that 
looked like biisters. There was another sim- 
liar place on the inside of the right thigh, 
and apotber blister stretched across the throat. 
It was found that the neck band of the shirt 
had been very tight, and, as the water rap down 
from the eleetrode above the head, the doctors 
eaid it had proved a suffices conductor for a 
current that would produce this effect. The 
tigbt shirt band, they said, had been the cause 
of such great discoloration of the face. 

. The rush of the electric current through the 
body heated it very much. It was, as one of the 
ex said, on the same principle that an in- 

eandescent light wire is heated. One of the 
physicians drew up the lid of the dead man’s 
eye to touch the eyeball for signs of nervous 
excitement. When he touched the eye it was 
like a ball of hot glass. The body was heated 
through, and this caused considerable comment 
on ~ gong ofthe physicians. Little has been 
noted respect to the other victims of the 
death chair. The bulb of a thermometer was 
piaped on Cotto’s thigh some minutes after the 

ody bad been taken from the cbair, and the 
temperature was 160°. The effect of this 
great heat on the bivod and nerves will be ex- 
amined carefully.

In broken English they said 
they wanted tosee the dead man, One of the 
prison officials asked them if they wanted to 
take away the body. They said they did not, 
but they wanted to see if they could not get the 
$54 which was in the hands of Brooklyn officials 
to the credit of the murderer. They wanted to 
see him, they said. The Keeper told them he 
was dead. e refused to let them see the body 
and they went away quarreling over some ques- 
tion which arose over a division of the $54, 
which they insisted they must have. 

The body of the murderer was buried in quiok- 
lime in the murderers’ plot on tbe hill that over- 
looks the prison. 





LURED TO VIOLENT DEATHS. 
——>——_—_ 
TWO BROTHERS CHARGED WITH MOUR- 
DERING SOME FORTY PERSONS. 


Warsaw, March 28.—Police inquiries into the 
case of two brothers named Koulikvosky, who 
are imprisoned here on the charge of murdering 
and robbing a peasant near Biolostock, have 
revealed the practice of wholesale murder of 
emigrants on the frontier. Already the naked 
bodies of five victims have been discovered in 
the snowinthe woods adjacentto the house 
occupied by the Koulikvoskys, who lived in the 
village of Monki. 

The search for bodies is proceeding. There 
have been many disappearances of late in the 
neighborhood of the Koulikvosky residence, and 
the police estimate that the two brothers have 
murdered at least forty persons. The residents 
of Monki have been greatly startled by the 
revelations concerning the brothers, and there 
is much excitement throughout the whole dis- 
trict. The elder brother, who was a peasant 
farmer, has a young wife, who, it is charged, 
aided her husband in his crimes. 

The younger brother had been a soldier in the 
Russian Army, but his time had expired. He 
took to smuggling across the frontier as a 
means of livelihood, and naturaily became 
thoroughly acquainted with all the devious paths 
that led into Prussian territory away from the 
eyes of the watchful frontier guards. Many of 
the persons desirous of leaving Russia, particu- 
larly emigrants, were not supplied with the 
passports required by the Government before 
Russians are allowed to leave the country, and 
in these persons the Koulikvoskys found their 
victims. These persons would approach the 
Koulikvoskys and bargain with them for a safe 
conduct beyond Russian soil, and with his 
knowledge of the frontier it was a comparative- 
ly easy undertaking for the younger brother to 
get them safe away from Russian territory. 

Fugitives from justice also availed themselves 
of Koulikvosky’s knowledge to escape from the 
officers of the law. The brothers would select as 
victims only those who had good outfits and 
money. The others would be taken across the 
frontier in safety. The victims, however, would 
be taken in charge by the younger brother, 
and singly they would be conducted along a 
narrow path through a deuse forest. In the 
meantime the elder brother would hurry by a 
short route to a spot previously agreed upon, 
and when the victim approached he would be 
attacked by his guide and the man who lay in 
ambush. The unfortunate would be strangled, 
and then, to make their work sure, the brothers 
would beat in his skull with clubs. He would 
then be robbed of everything in his possession. 

Atthe outset the brothers carefully buried 
the bodies, but as time went by they, being un- 
detected, became careless, and shoved the bod- 
ies under the brashwood after stripping them. 

But this was not the only way they had of se- 
curing victims. The wife of the elder brother 
would indulge in flirtations with strangers who 
came to Monki, and would make engagements 
for them to visit her at her home. They would 
hasten to her house, only to meet death at the 
hands of the husband and his brother, who 
awaited their coming. 

Among the last of the Koulikvoskys’ victims 
was a peasant who had sought shelter from in- 
clement weather in their hut. He fell asleep, 
and the brothers attempted to strangle him. 
The man awoke and made a desperate struggle 
for his life, as his body showed. While he was 
held so that he could not escape, boiling water 
was poured over his head and face, and the 
murderers then succeeded in strangling him. 
The body was hidden beneath some straw in a 
stable, where it was accidentally discovered be- 
fore the brothers had had time to carry it to 
the forest. The finding of this body led to the 
discovery of the five others in the woods. 

The woman was taken into custody with the 
men, but she is kept entirely separate from 
them. All three have been subjected to pro- 
longed examination, but they refuse to confess 
anything.

ARCHZOLOGICAL DISCOVERIES. 
_—_—_SeS 
OUTLINES OF A PAPER READ BEFORE 


THE NUMISMATIC SOCIETY. 


At a meeting of the American Numismatic and 
Archzological Society held last evening at the 
society's rooms, 101 East Twentieth Street, a 
paper was read by Francis Worcester Doughty, 
@ well-known coin collector and- numismatic 
writer, announcing a series of archzological dis- 
coveries made by him in the “drift” in various 
parts of Massachusetts, Connecticut, New-Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Staten Island, and Long 
Island. Accompanying the address was an ex- 
hibition of a number of the objects in ques- 
tion, which were taken at depths varying from a 
few feet below the surface of the ground to 200 
feet, the latter being from various railroads and 
other cuttings where the drift had been exposed; 
also, from the opening made for Brooklyn's great 
relief sewer, which runs for two miles and more 
through drift deposits undisturbed since glacial 
times, at a depth of sixty-five feet. 

If Mr. Doughty’s claims prove to be well 
founded, this discovery is of great scientific in- 
terest. In the course of his address He exhibited 
anumber of objects of a purple slate carved in 


the form of the human head and of various 
animals,both ae and prehistoric types; also 
objects made of cast iron. One of these repre- 
sented a deer’s head, and remarkably perfect, 
and had a born welded in the proper place. 
There were also exhibited a number of curious- 
ly-shaped tablets, some of baked olay, carved 
and painted; others of a mixture of iron and 
clay, known to science as clay-iron stones, and 
one large one which was covered on one side 
with a substance claimed to be parchment or 
skin, and painted. On all these tablets re 
pictures representing various scenes, together 
with certain marks which the speaker predicted 
would in his opinion be ultimately determined 
to be either hieroglyphics or inscriptions in 
some heretofore unrecognized language. One 
carved plate of ordinary brownstone was shown, 
taken from the drift at Bay Ridge, which bore 
the figure of a bearded man, with the arms am- 
putated. 

Some of the heads exhibited were manifestly 
those of Indians, others bore strongly-marked 
Caucasian features and were bearded. One was 
startling in its resemblance to Assyrian por- 
traiture, and others still closely followed the 
peculiar cranial outlines of the heads depicted 
on the monuments of the ruined cities of Pa- 
lenque, and Uxmal in Mexico and Yucatan, 

Photographs of recognized prehistoric stone 
implements were also exhibited, which had been 
taken from various depthe in the drift. 

But the most important partof the address 
was that which went to show the comparative 
relation between the objects discovered and the 
oldest known coins. Asis well understood by 
all numismatists, the earliest coins of the 
world bear certain symbolic representations of 
human or animal forms, constituting the totem, 
or tribal marks, of the various communities 
which issued them. The most ancient of all 
these marks is the colossal human head, repre- 
sented both singly, as the Sphinx, and double, as 
the Janus. Upon all specimens taken fromi the 
drift, excepting only the tools, the speaker said 
that the human head is to be found depicted in 
one or another of these forms. 

A carved stone representing a colossal head 
in profile, witha pyramid alongside of it, was 
on Nema also, a smaller specimen of the same 

n 

A large line of ancient Roman and other coins 
was shown, all baving cuttings in the edge of 
the planchets, which, it was claimed, were not 
mere accidents, as heretofore supposed, but in- 


‘tended to represent the human mouth, with 


small holes bored in proper relative positions 
for eyes, the whole making a representation of 
the human face in agers following out the 
symbolic idea upon the objects taken from the 
deep deposits of the drift. 

Attention was called to the existence upon the 
earliest coins of Rome of the same markings 
which occur upon the objects taken from the 
drift. These markings have never been de- 
scribed, having heretofore been believed to be 
of accidental occurrence. While not hazarding 
the positive statement that they have a lingual 
significance, the speaker stated it as his belief 
that such was the case, and called attention to 
the fact that many of the specimens upon which 
they occur were as perfect as on the day of mint- 
age, which precludes the possibility of their be- 
ing the result of corrosion. 





UMBRELLA MAKERS COMBINE. 


A TRUST FORMED TO CONTROL THE 
TRADE, 


The umbrella manufacturers of New-York 
and Philadelphia have decided to form a trust 
and thereby raise prices, which for some time 
have been very low. This decision was reached 
on Friday afternoon at a meeting held at the 
Metropolitan Hotel. , 

The umbrella and parasol men have been 
holding conferences for some time, but it was a 
difficult matter to settle upon any plan of or- 
ganization that would be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. The main idea of those who originated 
this scheme was to control the frame manu- 
facturers and through them to govern the 
smaller manufacturers of umbrellas and para- 
sols. Nearly all the frames put upon the mar- 
ket are made by two factories, that of the 


American Rib Manufacturing Company of New- 
i that of Conway & Company of Phila- 
elphia. 

Two companies will be formed, one in New- 
York and the otherin Philadelphia. The capi- 
tal stock of the two will be between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000. The New-York company 
will be known as the New-York Umbrella Com- 
pans. and the Pennsylvania company as the 

hiladelphia Umbrella Company. They will be 
controlled by a Board of Trustees and will be 
practically one. Each, however, will be gov- 
erned by a separate set of officers in order to 
comply with the laws of the States in which the 
trust will operate. Each of the present firms 
interested will be allowed stock in the trust in 
proportion to the capital investea in the busi- 
ness andin proportion to business done. In 
order to prevent the bigmen of the combination 
from gobbling up the smaller ones, an agree- 
ment has been made by all interested to put all 
the stock in the hands of a trust company, and 
none of it can be touched or sold for five years 
after the reorganization. 

The New-York companies interested in this 
trust are Bacon & Eaton of 53 White Street, 
Brown & Matzenbacher of 38 White Street, 
John M. Doubleday of 60 Lispenard Street, 
Ellis, Knapp & Co. of 371 Broadway, Wright 
Brothers & Co. of 450 Broadway, the Excelsior 
Umbrella Manufacturing Company of 371 
Broadway, 8. 8. Fretz of 416 Broadway, Schloss 
Brothers of 336 Broadway, Rose Brothers & 
Hartman of 82 Franklin Street, Amasa Lyon & 
Co. of 684 Broadway, Lesem, Mayer & Dazian 
of 72 Walker Street, James & Brink of 12 
Walker Street, Abe Hirsh & Brother of 391 
Broadway, Hirsh & Brother of 435 Broadway, 
W. W. Harrison of 405 Broadway, L. L. Gans & 
Co. of 349 Broadway, and Alvah Hall & Co. of 
405 Broadway. 

Harris Filson of the firm of Wright Brothers 
has been acting as Secretary, and those inter- 
ested say that Alvah Hall will be elected Presi- 
dent of the New-York Umbrella Company. The 
only tirm of those which will go into the new 
company which will retain its name is the Ex- 
celsior Umbrella Manufacturing Company of 
Boston. This concern will retain its name be- 
cause it is astock company incorporated under 
the laws of another State. 

About 10 or 15 per cent. of the ribs used in 
umbrellas are imported. A gentleman who 
knows says that the trust will make some effort 
to keep the foreign ribs out, either by a higher 
tariif or by other means. 

The manufacturers say that the umbrella 
trade at present is in a very unsatisfactory 
state. Itissuffering from the evil of dating 
ahead. Big customers are practically able to 
dictate terms on which they will buy goods. 
The big manufacturers are not inconvenienced 
50 wuch, but the small ones are unable to stand 
the strain. 

The two companies, it is expected, will be 
incorporated very soon. 

The retail men in the business are bitterly op- 
posed to the scheme because it will cut down 
their profits, and the employes of the different 
firms which are going into this schemo are also 
opposed to it, because many will lose their po- 
sitions, as the trust intends to curtail expenses. 

A OEE 
POLICE CARPENTER SHOP. 

All the cabinet work at Police Headquarters, 
much of the decoration work in the station 
houses, and no end of small jobs in clock over- 
hauling, locksmithing, electrical sundries, and 
carpentering are done in two rooms under 
the roof of the Mott Street end of the Cen- 
tral Office building. It is called the carpenters’ 
shop, and the chief carpenter is John W. Hag- 
gerty, a police roundsman, who is aided by a 
couple of detailed patrolmen. 

Their salaries, with the pay of persons hired 
occasionally to help, have never during a quar- 
ter of a century reached more than $5,000 a 
year, while it has been ostimated that their 
work if performed by professional mechanics or 
by contractors would cost the department at 
least $6,000 a year. In some years they have 
saved tee taxpayers $10,000. 

The “shop” is well oquipped with tools, sup- 
plies, and Jumber, and it is never slack time 
there. Evidence of the industry of this bureau 
is found in the condition of the Central Office 
building and the furniture of the various offices.

YAXATION AND WORK 


RECEIPTS WITH WHICH CONGRESS 
. MAY HAVE T0 DEAL. 


VARIOUS METHODS OF TARIFF REFORM 
BRIEFLY CONSIDERED—THE WILL OF 
THE PEOPLE IS THAT TAXATION 
SHALL BE REDUCED.

In the previous number it has been computed 
that the present Congress in its second session 
may rightly deal with an excess of revenue 
Bbove all expenditures of every kind of 
$35,000,000 or more. ¥ 

If in the interval assurance shall be given that 
credit will no longer be shaken by a prospective 
flebasement ofthe standard of value through 
the free coinage of silver dollars of full legal 

ender which are now worth after being melted 
= than 70 cents, this surplus income or rey- 
bnue may be much larger. 

It may be remarked that the revenues already 
feceived the present fiscal year fully warrant 
the expectation of a norma} increase on liquors 
and tobacco, while the customs revenue may be 
jJargely in excess of the estimates upon which 
the above computations are made. It is almost 
certain, therefore, that the excess of revenue 
from liquors, todacco, and permanent receipts 
in the tiscal years ending June 30,1893 and 
1894, will suflice to cover any increasein pen- 
sions above the estimate for the present year. 
In a recent hearing the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions testified that pensions would reach the 


highest point under existing laws in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, and after that would 
diminish rapidly. 

Bat it will be borne in mind that with the re- 
lief to domestic industry from the abatement of 
Huties proposed to the amount of $33,000,000, 
the duties on manufactured goods may also be 
considerably reduced; then, with the ensuing 
prosperity and the great increase in the export 
of farm products, (especially canned fruits and 
yoilk promoted by free sugar and tin plates,) of 
which free exports we already witness the be- 
ginning since sugar, sisal, manila, and some 
Dther articles were put in the free list—our 
dutjable imports would be very greatly in- 
treased, because our general consumption can 
@lways be stimulated by a reduction in prices. 
At the same time wages would rise with the 
greater activity in manufactures, agriculture, 
and commerce. 

Under these conditions substantially all the 
partly manafactared articles which enter into 
the processes of domestic industry could very 
foon be added to the free list. 

The alternative would be, after having put all 
articles of food and all crude materials into the 
free list, and having reduced the duty on manu- 
factured goods in proportion to the reduction 
00 materials, then to adjust the duties by a re- 
duction by percentage, year by year, until we 
reached an equilibrium of expenditure with the 
income derived from liquors, tobacco, and duti- 
abie imports of the nature of luxuries or of 
purely voluntary use. 

Another method of tariff reform might be con- 
Bidered. One-haif of the specified arcicles on 
Which duties are now imposed yield so insigniti- 
cant a revenue that if put into the free list the 
amount of tax abated would not exceed 15. per 
cent. of the totairevenue. This change would 
greatly promote commerce, and might diminish 
the cost of collecting customs even more than 
one-half. 

The way to tariff reform is very plain; the 
Will is not wanting. What is now needed is con- 
centration upon a definite and consistent plan 
of tariff reduction. 

The preparation of such a measure is a very 
simple matter, provided those who undertake 
to frame it proceed upon the rule that all taxes 
that the people pay the Government should re- 
ceive. 

There have been three attempts to reform 
the war tariff of this country. The present sys- 
tem is intellectualiy dead; it lives only by a vis 
fnertia and through an undefined fear of change. 
The Tariit Commission appointed by a Repub- 

can Administration made one futile attempt. 

he Democratic Congress which reported the 
Miils bill made the second efiort. The last Con- 
gress brought forth a measure knewn as the 
McKinley bill, which is the scorn and contempt 
in its dutiable list even of a majority, or at least 
of a large minority, of those who voted for it. 

The movenrent of the people is slow but sure. 
Zivery great reform in this country has passed 
through the same sequence of blind and mis- 
directed effort until at last, when the time has 
arrived, the true jeaders have taken their places 
and the reform has been accomplished. 

The will of this people now is that taxation 
hall be reduced; that revenue measures shall 

e so framed that the Government shall receive 
all the taxes that the people pay; that the civil 
service shall be maintained on the basis of 
honest and faithful service, and without regard 
to party politics. 

e Supreme Court of the Nation has defined 
the principle of taxation by which Congress 
must in the end be governed. In Loan Associa- 
tion vs. Topeka, Justice Miller established the 
limits of taxation in terms that admit of no 
6vasion, (20 Wallace, 655.) 

** The power to tax is therefore the strongest, 
the most pervading, of ail the powers of Gov- 
ernment, reaching directly or indirectly to all 
classes of the people. This power can as read- 
ily be employed against one class of individuals 
and in favor of another, so as to ruin one class 
and give unlimited wealth and prosperity to the 
other, if there is no implied limitation of the 
uses tor which the powers may be exercised. 
To lay with one hand the power of Government 
on the property of the citizen, and with the 
Other to bestow it upon favored individuals to 
aid private enterprises and build up private 
fortunes, is none the less arobbery because it 
is done under the forms of law and is calied 
taxation. ‘This is not legislation. Itis a decree 
under legisiative forme.” 

The huge abundance with which this country 
is endowed, coupled with tbe continental sys- 
tem of absolute free trade among the several 
Btates, over a wider area and among a greater 
number of people than ever enjoyed such rights 
before, bas saved us from any disaster like that 
fin which the protective system culminated in 
Great Britain in 1840. 

Yet signs are not wanting of a very false dis- 
tribution of products, notwithstanding the 
rapid accumulation of wealth and the undoubt- 
ed proxress which has ensued in spite of the ob- 
strictions to commerce. Great centres of pov- 
erty are found in our midst, and great classes, 
especially in agriculture, are suffering from 
causes Which they cannot define, and which in 
some instances they propose to remedy by 
measures which would be worse than the dis- 
ease. 

The one meritof the McKinley bill was its 
free-trade part. The placing of sugar, fibres, 
and some other small articles upon the free list 
has already given an impetus to exports which 
is butanexampie of whut muy follow in yet 
greater measure when a tiri or revenue & en- 
acted which shall be so fruiied thatall the taxes 
that the people pay the ‘(.overnment wiil re- 
ceive. The true costo! a surplus revenue de- 
rived from taxes upon articles of necessary use 
will be treated in No. VI.

FOR CUSTOMS OFFICERS TO OBEY. 

An order, signed by Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Spaulding, reached the Custom House 
yesterday. It had five sections. The first di- 
fected that the hours for employes shall be from 
9 o’clock A. M. to4 o’clock P. M., with half an 
hour for luncheon. The second prohibited 
Mewspaper reading and loud conversation dur- 
ing business hours. ‘he third section prohibited 
any person not officially connected with the 
service from being admitted to customs offices 
@xceptin business houra, The fourth prohib- 
ited’ the copying of any documents by any per- 
gon not an oficial without having made written 
application for the privilege, and the fifth re- 

uired a record to be kept in each bureau of the

MRS. BOLTON GETS A DIVORCE 


AND JUDGE PRATT SAYS THE BROOKLYN 
DRUGGIST MUST PAY THE COSTS. 


Judge Pratt, in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday, handed down a decision in favor of 
the plaintiffin the suit brought by Mrs. Char- 
lotte Louise Bolton for an absolute divorce 
from William C. Bolton, a wealthy Brooklyn 
druggist. This oase attracted a great deal of 
attention last September, when Mrs. Bolton se- 
oured her husband’s arrest on a charge of 
bigamy and abandonment. She alleged that he 
was living with one Lillian Schuler, whom he 
marriea in Newark, N. J., on Sept. 26,1891. Both 
these charges fell through, and then Mrs. Bol- 
ton sued for divorce, and the legality of a divorce 
obtained by her husband in Sioux Falls, 8. D., 
was brought up and made a test case. The de- 
fendant alleged that, after he had obtained that 
divorce, he was free to marry Miss Schuler. 

in his opinion Judge Pratt holds to the con- 
trary. “It seems to be the settled law of this 
State,” he says, “that a foreign divorce for a 
cause not recognized by our laws, and with no 
appearance by the defendant, is void.” After 
quoting several casesin support of this view, 
he adds: 

“It seems to betrue that each State can deter- 
mine the marital status of its own citizens, and it 
Coes not seem entirely logical that a person can be 
married in one State and single in another, but such 
is the result of the decisions as they stand. There 
must, therefore, be a judgment for the plaintiff.” 

Ip his findings on tha facts, Judge Pratt holds 
that the plaintiff and defendant were en | 
married on Feb. 16, 1875; that the defendant 
illegally married Miss Schuler on Sept. 26, 
1891, and adds: 

“This wes without the consent, connivance, 

rivity, or procurementiof the plaintiff. The plaint- 

as the defendant in an action by her husband in 
South Dakota, in which a judgment of divorce was 
obtained against her, was not served with any sum- 
mons or notice and did not appear therein. Tho 
plaintiff is, therefore, entitied to Judgment against 
the defendant, dissolving the marriage between 
them. The question of alimony is referred to Mr. 
Levi A. Fuller, who will take proof of the circum- 
stanoes of the parties and report to the court his 
opinion as to the amount of alimony to be allowed. 
The defendant is to pay the cust of this action.”

THE POLICE HELMET CONTRACT. 


COMMISSIONER MARTIN’S REPLY TO A: 


SENSATIONAL STORY. 


President Martin of the Board of Police was 
asked yesterday about an article published in 
an evening paper charging bim with having 
awarded the contract for furnishing Summer 
helmets for the police to John H. Spellman, 
when E. M. Knox was the lowest bidder, be- 
cause of a pecuniaty disagreement between 
Bernard Martin, the Commissioner’s brother, 
and Knox. He said that the accusation was 
false. So far as the trouble between Knox and 
his brother was concerned, he knew nothing 
whatever about it, and, therefore, his action in 
voting as one of the Police Commissioners to 
award the contract to Spellman could not have 
been influenced by it. Spellman, be said, had 
had the contract for the hats for the past two 
Summers, and the hats had given satisfaction 
to the members of the force. 

Last Summer the patrolmen paid $2.25 for the 
hat. This yearthree bids were received, one 
from a manufacturer whose name Mr. Martin 
could not remember, at $2.15; one from Spell- 
man, at $2.10, and the third ana lowest from 
Knox, at $2. These bids were referred to Com- 
tmaissioner Sheehan, Chairman of the Committee 
on Kepaira and Supplies. 

At a recent meeting of the board, Mr. Sheehan 
reported in favor of awarding the contract to 
Spellman, althongh he was not the lowest bid- 
der, because the hats wiich he had heretofore 
furnished were satisfactory. The recommenda- 
tion of Commissioner Sheehan was unanimously 
adopted by the board. The men will, therefore, 
procure their hats at a reduction of 15 cents 
each from last year. 


ADMIRAL SELWYN'S WORK. 


—_—_—~. -— — 
DISCOVKRIES IN THE MINING AND 
ELECTRICAL FIELDS, 


Admiral Jasper Henry Selwyn (retired) of the 
British Navy, who is a brother of Dr. Alfred 
Selwyn, head of the Geological Survey of Can- 
ada and a cousin of the Bishop of New-Zealand, 
arrived in this city on the Majestio last week 
and is at the Everett House. Since his retire- 
ment from active service Admiral Selwyn has 
devoted himself to scientific studies and has 
made several valuable discoveries. Among 
these is a process for separating ores from the 
rocks in which they are embedded at a greatly 
reduced expense and ata minimum loss of the 
metals involved. The rock is crushed as in 
other processes, but not 80 fine, and the separa- 
tion is efiected by treating it with a solution of 
bichloride of sulphur in a bath ot salt solution. 

Another of his discoveries is that electricity 
is transmitted by rays of light,;and this he calls 
the missing link in the correlation of forces. 
The mechanism he employs to demonstrate this 
is very simple. Between two instruments, one 
charged with electricity and the other not 
charged, he places acandle. The lighting of the 
candle instantly charges the second instrument. 
From this fact he itifers that electricity is trans- 
mitted to the sun from the earth and other 
planets on the rays of light, and thus con- 
stantly replenishes the force given off in light. 

Admiral selwyn is also saqnuee on the prob- 
lem of producing a fluid fuel, by utilizing the 
nitrogen in the atmosphere. He will sail on 
Saturday for Mexico, where he will remain until 
May for the purpose of introducing his process 
in the mining operations of that country. 
Afterward he will visit the mining States in the 
western part of this country.

A COMPANY TO GUARANTEE PAYMENT 
OF MORTGAGES, 


Incorporation papers of a new trust company, 
organized to do a novel line of business, were 
sent to Albany yesterday by William M. Iugra- 
ham, Alexander E. Orr, George G. Williams, 
Orlando B. Potter, and Frank Bailey. They are 
the incorporators of the Bond and Mortgage 
Guarantee Company and are all connected with 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Company. 

The purpose of the company is to guarantee 
the payment of both principal and interest of 
mortgages covering real estate in the Counties 
of New-York and Kings. The oldest company 
of the kind is probably the Prussian Mortgage 
Insurance Company, which has been carrying 
on a similar business in the City of Berlin for 
thirty years. Recently corporations have been 
organized to do this business in London, but the 
Bond and Mortgage Guarantee Arg omen is the 
tirst corporation to undertake the business in 
this city and Brooklyn. 

It will have a cash capital of $1,000,000, and 
is organized largely by those now interested in 
the ithe Guarantee and ‘Trus* Company. It 
will work in accord with that company, which 
is said to be the largest lender on mortgages in 
New-York. The stock will be issued at a 
premium of 10 per cent., so as to provide a 
surpius of $100,v00, There will be, however, 
no public subscription to the stock, which will 
be reserved for the stockholders of the Title 
Guarantees and Trust Company and their 
friends. 





DUFFY’S DISREPUTABLE DEN, 

The Brooklyn police officers have been read- 
ing with interest the accounts of how the New- 
York poliee have had to close up the disreputa- 
ble ‘“‘dives” in various parts of the city, and 
they have been lifting their eyes to heaven and 
whispering, ‘‘ We have none of these.”

The stock market was by no means active and 
the professional traders had everything their 
own way. Prices as a rule were irregular.
